The body of a young woman. fairly well 
drétsed and giving the indica&tion§ of an ex- 
traordinarily brutal murdér, Wat found at 
2:30 o'clock yesterday afterfoon on thé 
ehore of Laké Mithigafii near Ferf¥ Hall, a 
girls’ boarding school at Lake Fofest.

Send Glothes to Meet Train. 


Beforé the torinet banker arrived at Kan- 
sas City, after leaving the prion, Ris olothinz 
hed ripped ih two places. Richard Walsh tele- 
grapned te Ciiicago for the clothes and was 
notified that an « utfit Would meét the train at 
Ottem¥a at mifhight te Walsh may step 
down at the Utien depet, Chicago, at 8:20 
oo’ deck in the m efning garbed as he we when 
he went away. 

At 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon Richard 
Walsh afrived at the penitentiary te take 
hié father home, The small details were 
attended to in short order. At 20'clock Maj. 
R. W. MeClaughry; the warden, 4 friend for 
years of the former banker, was walking 
nervously in his office. A few minutes later 
Walsh and hit son came down from the out- 
fitting room. They entered the office, shook 
hands with the warden, bate a few hurried 
good-bye, and continued their journey down 
the wide halis of the prison to the open air. 

Walsh slipped in at nearly evéry office te 
bié a friend goeod-by. 

Céhviéts Wave Farewell. 

Convicts at work in the outer yard stopped 
their Work just long ehough to wavé good- 
b¥. Thé big door Opened, and Walsh Walled 
olit to liberty. 

In appearance Walsh has altered ¢6né#id- 
efably tinte Kis imprisonment. Me i thin 
The Pfisdh pallor is notiéeabie. His hair how 
is white. His stoop, always hoticeable, has 
pecoimeé Hrohdurtel. He was a queer figure 
in his gPay Suit, gray Overcoat, and soft felt 
hat, of such ordifaiy Matérial that it broke 
in sévefal places during the attomobile ride 
from the prisof to Kansas City. 

The trip from the penitentiary Was made by 
motor caf at the express command of the 
former banker. It Was against advice of 
phytitiafa at the penitentiary, 


May Make Statement Later. 

Waish did not mdke any stops alter leav- 
ing the prisom wntil he arrived at Kansas 
City. The motor car was driven direct to 
the railroad yards at Central #treet and the 
Belt line: Walsh elimbed out and a few 
minutes later was seated 'n a stateroom of 
the train that was to be’r him home. 

The banket refused to Make any statement 
concerning his parole. 

“I may write one ‘ater,.”’ ae said, “ but 
don’t count on it too much. You might be 
disappointed. 

While hie con made arransements at the 
prison for his departure Walsh went to the 
prion dining room for his parting prison 
teal. The menu was pickied beets. sausage, 
cabbege, bread, and water. Waish ate heart- 
iW and hurried upstairs to the office where 
he tad worked and where his son Was wait- 
ing. The banker had charge of the clipping 
pureau of the institution. The measured 
shuffle of hundreds of feet in the prison lock- 
step could be heard as the father and soe 
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“best friend” of his father. Ostensibly | 
John R. Walsh is the employé of his son. 

“ But any one who knows my father,” the 
gon said, “knows I simply will work with 
him.” 

His plane for the future? The former 
banker smiled. But it wasn’t a smile that 
would invite sympathy for a gray haired 
man Walsh didn’t appear to need sym- 
pathy. 

In prison the physicians feared the banker 
might die. 

“My father feels fine,” the son sald. 

“He stood the motor trip well. He will 
be back at work in a few days.” 


Walsh Nearly Hopeless. 

News that he had been granted a parole 
came to Waish after he had almost given 
up hope of being released at this time. Walsh 
went before the prison board on Sept. 26. 
He was one of nearly 100 prisoners applying 
for release. On Sept. 30 President Ladow 
of the board went to Washington to submit 
the board's findings to Attorney General 
Wickersham. Walsh knew of these facts. 
He knew also that the parole, if it had been 
granted, should have arrived at the prison 
cn Thursday. When it did not come he was 
greatly downcast. 

“I fear the finding has not been favor- 
able,” he said gloomily, fumbling over the 
papers he was working on in the prison’s 
newspaper clipping department. 

But this mornimg a telegram came to 
Warden McClaughry from the attorney gen- 
eral’s office announcing that Waish was to 
be set free. The aged banker was sent for 
immediately. He showed the greatest de- 
light when he heard the news from Wash- 


ington. 


PREPARE HOME FOR WELCOME. 

George T. Buckingham said at night in Chi- 
cago that no preparations had been made for 
the reception of Walsh. It ie the wish of his 
family and friends that his return to Chicago 
shall be as quiet as possible. 

At the Walsh residence it was learned that 
extensive preparations were being made for 
the former banker's return. Mrs. Walsh Is 
delighted by the news that her husband is 
coming home. His release from prison is re- 
garded as the end of misfortunes into which 
the Walsh family was plunged by the failure 
of the Walsh banks. . 

Mr. Buckingham said that about noon he 
received a telegram from Walsh. This mes- 
sage said: ‘ Parole has been granted. Will 
start for home as soon as the necessary 


papers arrive.’ 


Sons in Charge of Business. : 

The Walsh boys have been in charge of 
their father's business ever since he came to 
prison. The Walsh main business interests 
row are in quarries in various sections of 
the country. It is said that under the man- 
agement of his sons the business has been 
highly profitable. Every month one, of the 
Walsh boys has come to the prison and 
made a report of the business to his father. 
All the books and actounts have been gone . 
over at these times by the prisoner. — 

The sons and father have not always agreed 
as to the manner in which the business 
’ ghould be run. There has not been an open 
break between them, but the former banker 
has always battled hard to have his ideas ‘ 
accepted. 

A special set of parole papers was issued 
in Walsh’s,case. It is customary for the 
warder, after having been notified by tele- 
graph that a prisoner's parole had been 
recommended, to await the coming of parole 
papers before releasing a man. In Walsh's 
ease Warden McClaughry was given per- 
mission to issue a special parole. Later At- 
torney General Wickersham will send Walsh 
@ set of papers. 


Must Report Monthly to Warden. 

Waish wilt be technically in tne legal 
eustody of the warden of Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary. The conditions of his release are 
Umitations of residence, a monthly report to 
the warden az to his general conduct and as- 
g@ociations, the amount of money earned and 
spent, ete. 

His application for release was his last 
chance for freedom before the expiration of 
his five year sentence. The Supreme court 
of the United States had declined a writ of 
eertioreri, and President Taft in May re- 
fused to pardon him, although influential 
people the country over petitioned for this 
action. 

The president’s action, while recognizing 
many elements of sympathy, was based on 
the debt Walsh owed society and the. con- 
tention that Walsh's position in society 
should have made the strongest restraint 
against violation of the law.

ILL LESS THAN A WEEK. 


Prominent in Kentucky and Na- 
tional Politics for More 
than a Generatioy 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—Associate Jus- 
tice John Marshail, Harlan, the oléest mem- 
ber of the Supreme court of the United 
States, died tocay at his residence in’ this 
city. He was 78 years old last June. 
|. “Good-by! Iam sorry I kept youall wait- 
ing so long,” were his last words. 

Justice Harlan had been il! with ‘eette 
bronchitis less than a week. He sat on the 
bench last Monday when the court heard 
arguments on the so-called anthracite coal 
trust case. Chief Justice White announced 
the next morning that Justice Harlan was 
“gelightly il"’ and yesterday he asked at- 
torneys to consider that Justice Harlan was 
sitting in their cases, although not physically 
present. ° 

The condition of Justice Siiies, however, 
Was much more serious than his colleagues 
realized. 

The sudden death of Associate Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme court, a close per- 
sonal friend, much affected Justice Harlan. 
Chief Justice Fuller's death. ir the summer 
of 1010 was algo a great shock to the ven- 
erable jurist. 


Praised by Justice Brewer. 

Associate Justice Brewer once said of Jus- 
tice Harlan: 

** He retires at 8 with one ‘hand’ on the con- 
stitution and the other on the bible, safe and 
happy in a perfect faith in justice and right- 
eousness.”’ ‘ 

Justice Harlan’ 2 great ambition was to 
serve until next June, when he would have’ 
exceeded the service of any other man who 
sat on that bench. As it was his service was 
longer than that of any other justices except 
Chief Justice Marshall and Associate Justice 
Stepnen>J. Field. Field's was the longest 
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service—thirty-four years, six months, and 


ten days; Marshall's, thirty-four years, five 
* months, and five days; Harlan’s, thirty-three 
years, ten months, and twenty-five days. 

While. sitting on the bench last Monday 
Justice Harlan first felt the attack of bron- 
chitis. He asked then for such simple rem- 
edies as were at hand in the office of the 
marshal of the court, but he remained at his 
post. By Tuesday considerable fever was 
manifest. On Wednesday he was markedly 
weaker. He seemed a little better yesterday, 
but his*son, John M. Harlan of Chicago, was 
summoned here, ard another son, Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Harlan, traveling in Europe, was 
notified. 


Funeral Set for Next Tuesday. 
The famous jurist will be buried in. the 
national cemetery at Arlington or at Rock 
Creek cemetery here, following a service next’ 
Tuesday at the New York Avenue Preseby- 
terfan church, of which he was an aciive 
rnember. The Supreme court wil! take formal 
action on his death on Monday and adjourn 
immediately as a mark of respect. 

Justice Harlan teft a widow and five chil- 
Gren. Four of the chiléreri were at his-bed- 
side They included Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner James 8. Harlan, John May- 
nard Harlan of Chicago, and the Misses 
Laura and Ruth Harlan, who live at the 
Harlan residence here. 

John Marshall Harlan was born June 1, 
1838, in Boylg county, Kentucky. He was 
the son of James Harlan, one of the repre- 
eentatives from Kentucky in the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-<fiftP congrésses. He 
graduated at Center college Kentucky, in 
1850, studied law at Transylvania university, 
and practiced his profession at Frankfort. 
He became county judge in 18658. 

Upon the outbreak of the war he was fear- 
less in the expression of his devotion to the 
union. and in the fall of 1861 raised the Tenth 
Kentucky Volunteer infantry. which formed 
a portion of Gen. George H. Thomas’ divi- 
sion. Upon the death of his father in tae 
spring of 1863, although his name was before 
the senate for confirmation as a brigadier 
general of volunteerr. he felt compelled to 


resign his position. 


Prominent Figure in Politics. 

Immediately upon his return from the army 
he accepted a unanimous nomination of the 
Union party of Kentucky for the office of at- | 
torney general, and bis election following, his 
official duties demanded his presence at the 
capital of the state. There he remained until 
the fall of 1867, when he returned to active 
practice In Louisville. 

Having supported the election of Grant and 
Colfax, he felt compelled against his inolina- 
tions, in 1871, to accept the unanimous nom!i- 
nation of the Republican party for the office 
of governor; and after a canvass of the entire 
state with his opponent he received a vate 
nearly 50 per cent over the aggregate con- 
gressional vote for the Republican nominees 
of the previous year in the state. 

The following year his name was presented 
by the Republican convention of Kentucky as 
a candidate for the vice presidency, and ip 
1875, he still further increased the Republican 
vote in a renewed canvass for governor. At 
the Republican convention which nominated 
Mr. Hayes for president he was chairman of 
the Kentucky delegation. 


Appointed to Bench by Hayes. 

He switched his delegation from Bristow 
to Hayes, leading to the latter’s nomination 
and subsequent election. President Hayes, 
unable to accede to Harlan’s request to be 
appointed attorney general, placed the Ken- 
,tuckian, at 44 years of age, upon the Su- 
*preme bench, the youngest man ever receiv- 
ing such an appointment. 

Meantime Harlan rendered further party 
service as a member of the famous Louisiana 
commission which settled the Hayes-Tilden 
controversy in favor of Hayes. Hayes was 
censured in certain quarters for the appoint- 
ment and Harlan denounced as @ mere poll- 
tician. 

He was appointed by President Harrison in 
1892 as one of the arbitrators to represent the 
United Stajes in the convention held at Paris 
to settle the Bering sea question. ; 


Shock to President Taft. 

San Francisco,Cal., Oct.'14.—Presidéent Taft 
was at breakfast at his hotel here when in- 
formed of Justice Harlan’s dtath. He was 
greatly shocked by the news, and expressed 
much sorrow. President Taft had known 
Justice Hariqgn for mahy years, and held 
him in the highest regard. both as man and

HARLAN “@REAT DISSENTER.” 

Justice Harlan, by his independence of de- 
cision regardless of the position of the other 
members of the Supreme court, won for, him- 
self the name of “The Dissenter.'' He first 
appeared -in this. role ip 1882, five years after 
he went on the Su bench. Then te gave 
@ notable exhibition of independence by dis- 
senting (in One ofthe cases’ without any of 
hig colleagues concurring) in three extremely 
important state rights cases, all decided on 
the same day. 

Bince then his dissents numbered hundreds. 
The latest and ainong the most important of 
them were in the Standard Oi] and Tobacco 
cases. 

‘Among the other important cases in which 
he dissented were the prohibition case, 
holding that.a .state could not prohibit the 
sale, in the original . package, of liquor 
brought in from another state; the great 
cases in which the Supreme court has.up- 
held the right of the states to tax the 
property of interstate commerce. carriers; 
the income.tax cases, which held the in- 
come tax law of 1894 unconstitutional; 
the Insular. cases; which held that the con- 
stitution does not apply. to Porto Rico, 
Hawali, and’ the Philippines; the Lochner 
case, which held the ten hour law. for 
bakers in New York state unconstitutional; 
the employers’ liability cases, holding the 
federal employer's’ liability law unronstitt- 
tional so far as it applied to those employés 
of interstate railroads who were not,them- 


the celebrated Berea: college case, in: which 
the court upheld as constitutiona). a.Ken- 
tucky statute prohibiting the’ instruction of 
blacks and whites by any educational instt- 
tution in the state within severiteen miles of 
each other. 


Often Alone in Decision. | 

In many of his most important dissents, as 
in the trust cases, Justice Harlan was alone 
in his opinion, differing with the unanimous 
conclusion of his eight colleagtes. first 
important Gigsent of’ this character ‘was In 
the famous Hurtedo case In that-case the 
phrase, *‘ due process of law,’’ as used.in that 
clause of the fourteenth amendment, which 
says that no person shall be. deprived ‘ of 
ilfe, Hberty, or property without doe process 
of law,’ which bas since become the most 
important single’ phrase in the constitution, 
received its -first important interpretation 
by the. Supreme court. 

The state’ of California had’ amended its 
constitution 80 as: to permit criminaf trials, 
even for capital offenses, upom a mere affi- 
@avit filed with the district attorney without 
any indictment’ by’ a grand jiry. The con- 
stitutionality of this law as applied to ‘capital 
offenses Was attacked on the ground that 
it did not provide “ due process,”’ and the 
case was carried to’ neo Supreme court in 


1883. 
Ruling of thie Court, . 

That court upfeld the law, ‘ruling that 
“due process of law’ merely: meant that 
the same law, whatever it might be, should 
be applied equally to all persons;.that it 
meant, im short, the law of the land. —_. 

Harlan alone dissented. He contended that 
the right of grand jury indictment was so 
fundamental in our government that. any 
Other system could not constitutionally be- 
come part of the law of the: land, and could 
mot be “ due process.” The court has since 
greatly limited. the application of this de- 
cision in accordance with the views ynain- 
tained by Justic’ Harlan in his dissent. - 


Dissent in Standard Oil Case. 


Standard Oil case less than a year ago started 
a discussion, partly legal but more especially 
political, which ig,still going on. 

In that case Chief Justice White, deliver- 
ing the majority opinion of the court, held 
that a trust to come under the condemnation 
of the Sherman law must be found to have 
been guilty of an “ unreasonable restrajnt af 
solved. Justice Harlan, ee held 
that the question of reasonabieness had no 
place in the discussion; that urtder the law 
any restraint of trade was forbidden and 
there could not be any degrees in the offend- 
ing. He acknowledged the language of the 
majority made no difference in the case be- 
fore the. court, Dut: sai@ he was afraid’ it 
might be followed by. * migchievous ~ re,

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
President ‘taft's choice of a successor to 
Associate Justice’ Harlan, who died this 
morning, is: believed to He between Frank 
B. Kellogg, the successfu] prosecutor of the 
Standard Oi] company; Attorney General 
George W. Wickersnan,,. and. Solicitor Gen- 
eral Frederick W. Lehmann. 

Mr. Kellogg's name was under considera- 
tion last year when the president filled 
three vacancies upon the bench. Mr. Taft 
fully realized he woud be a strong addi- 
tion to-the bench, but” on account: of his 
service as counsel for the government in 
the Standard Oil case, and as consequently 
he would be debarred from participation in 
the decision of the court, he was compelled 
reluctantly to pass him over, and give the 
appointment elsewhere. 

The masterly way in which Mr. Kellogg 
took care of the government's interest was 
gratifsing@ to the président. and he said to 
a number of friends that if the opportunity 
arose he would be giad to name the “* trust 
buster an associate justice. 


Wieckezsham Taft’s Chief Adviser. 

Attorney General Wickersham is the legal 
adviser in the cabinet upon whom the presi- 
dent especially relies. Mr. Lehmann. also is 
regarded by Mr. Taft as one of the ablest 
lawyers in the country. 

When President Taft entered the White 
House it was the general expectation that, 
during bis term of office, he would have the 
appointment of several Supreme court jus- 
tices... As a matter of fact, events have oc- 
curred which have resulted in his reorganiza- 
tion of the personne! of the highest bench. 

He named Associate Justice White of 
Loujsiana as the successor of Chief Justice 
Fuller, and nominated Horace H. Lurton of 
Tennessee; Charlies E. Hughes of New York, 
Willis Van ‘Devanter of Wyoming, and 
‘Joseph. R. Lamar of Alabama as associate 
justices. Now he has snother vacancy to 
fill. 

Six Appointments by Taft. 

Thus,.out of the nine members of the court, 
he will have appointed five and, including the 
chief justice, whom he promoted, six. Chief 
Justice White and Associate Justices McKen- 
na’ of California, Holmes of Massachusetts, 
and Day of Ohio are the only members of the 
court who were.in office prior to Mr. Taft's 
election. 

The Supreme court justices are fairly well 
distributed geographically, but the great dfs- 
trict. covered by Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Mis- 
sourl, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota is 
not represented. For this reason, it is ex- 
pected that the president will select a lawyer 
from one of these states. 

‘Mr. Wickersham Is a resident of New York, 
and while there is a precedent for two asso- 
clate justices from that state, it is not be- 

Mevyed the president will observe it, especially 
as he. wants to retain his present attorney 
general.

DRINKING WOMEN 


Dr. Wasson Says Moderate 
Use of Liquor Even in 
Public Is Justitied. 


HOBBLE SKIRT IS WORSE. 


v 


Prohibition Handed Down by 
Puritans, Who Opposed All 
Pleasures. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special. ]--“ A woman 
is perfectly justified in drinking beer, wine, or 
any alcoholic liquor. either publicly or pri- 
vately, provided there is no infringement on 
the statutes of the community. Her morals 
or. her manners will not suffer from a tem- 
perate use of stimulants. It is much worse 
fer her to smoke, or even to dress loudly, than 
to drink."’ 

All of which are the sentiments of Dr. E. 
A. W rector of St. Stephen's Episcopal 
church, in Newark. The other day Dr. Was- 
son remarked to the state convention of New 
Jersey of liquor dealers: 

“1 would much rather see a woman drink- 
ing a glass of beer than parading the board 
walk in a hobble skirt.” 


Moderate Drinking 

When seen today Dr. Wasson took an even 
more emphatic mental plunge from the wa- 
ter wagon. 

“ Of course, there is no reason why both 
men and women should not drink,” he ex- 
claimed. * Both religion and morality have 
always dnd everywhere looked on a moder- 
ate indulgence in alcoholic beverages as in- 
nocent and proper. People have as much 
right to drink them as they have to drink 
water. Tite spectacie of prohibitionist in- 
temperance in everything but liquor would 
repel any sensible, thoughtful person from 
their crowd.” 

* But, of course, there is the Prohibition- 
ist argument that a ‘temperate’ use of in- 
toxicants sometimes ends in drunkenness,” 
was suggested. . 

Dr. Wasson laughed. 

“ There is also an argument against walk- 
ing on Broadway,’ he remarked, “* because it 
is possible to walk off into the sea. There is, 
besides an argument against eating, because 
if one eata too much one has indigestion, or 
possibly chronic dyspepsia. 


Believes in Personal Liberty. 

“JT am not the leader of an anti-prohibition 
crutade, but I think each person has a right 
to decide for himself whether or not he 
wishes to drink. And I belive that what is 
right for men is right for women. 

“ But I must qualify that statement a bit. 
Abstractly, smoking is. as proper or im- 
proper for one sex as forthe other. But we 


in the concrete. The use, the code, the pub- 
lic opinion among us Americans are such 
on this subject that, in my judgment, it is 
an abomination for a women to smoke, and 
a woman who does so is wanting in modesty, 
and in fact in decency. I utterly condemn 
and reprobate smoking by women. 

“The same objection applies to hobble 
skirts, rouge, powder. and all other extremes 
of costume. A woman ought never to attract 
an unpleasant amount of attention.” 


Custom to Use Drinks. 

* And she does not do this when she drinks 
in a public rertaurant?”’ was asked. 

“ Most certainly not if this section of the 
country.’’ he replied. 

“The idea that drinking is one of the car- 

dinal sins comes down as a heritage from our 
Puritan ancestors. The Puritans tabooed 
conviviality, not because it contained any- 
thing intrinsically immoral, but because it 
was pleasant. ‘ 
“The majority of the church is in favor 
of temperate drinking; the minority simply 
makes the most noise. Practically all the 
Catholic and Episcopal! clergy. must of the 
Lutherans, and a goodly proportion of the 
Congregationalists and Unitarians are op- 
posed to prohibition.” .

'“Co-operation Needed Svecywtibes: ” 

“ Wasteful sectarianism is a sin in the city, 
but it is a crime in the country,” he aseerted. 
“ The necessity for consolidation somewhere, 
| but coBperation everywhere, is becoming 
more and more apparent. The country church 
clings to its individualistic character and re- 
tards progress. 

“Church consolidation is inevitable, and 
when it comes it will embrace all sects, de- 
nominations, and creeds. Thechurches must 
be supported. Community leadership must 
bea fostered ff effective work of religion is to 
go on. 

‘The rural! field of endeavor does not ap- 
peal to the divinity student upon graduation 
except as a training school for a future call 
to the city church. In the present day .of 
méterialigm the necessity for a subst?ntial 
financial system has become imperative.” 


“Minister’s Salary Disgrace.” 

“Not all sin is city sin,” said Dr. Kenyon 
L. Butterfield. “ The smaller communities 
are productive of overchurching, and here 
| ics the reason why religion so often misses 
its mark. The churches are not supported 
and the average country minister's salary 
is a disgrace to the Christian church. The 
country church is essentially a community 
institution, having no outward conmection 
with other churches. 

“ Consolidation is the only apparent rem- 
edy for the present religious apathy which 
renders all church work negative. In the 
country agriculture is the main occupation, 
and the acceptance of religion is necessarily 
slow, dogmetic, and permanent. City and 
country churches must effect a working 
combination of interests if anything is to 
be accomplished.

NEAR DEATH IN $128.000 FIRE 


Wall, Weakened by Explosion, 
Falls as Firemen Flee. 


BUILDINGS SOAKED BY OIL. 


Three Brick Structures on West Side 
Are Destroyed. 


Property valued at $125,000 waa destroyed 
last evening by fire believed to have been 
caus by an explosion of oils left by paint- 
ers in a one story brick office building at 
2410 West Fifteenth street, formerly occu- 
pied by the Webster Manufacturing com- 
pany.

Members of engine 
company No. 108, headed by Chief Ward, 
were near the west wall of the five story 
building when it cracked near the center. 
They fied and a moment jater tons of bricks 
fell followed by heavy machinery.

The three story building was partly filled 
with property of the Webster Manufactur- 
ing company. 

The Standard Manufacturing company's 
loss will be $90,000 and that of the Webster 
manufacturfng company $33,000.

Senator Lea questionéa Lanner. avout the 
Olney suggestion.

Tanner testified he talked with Blair a 
rumher of times about the Centralia incident, 
and that Blair talked to him in the Criminal 
Court building in Chicago just before he 
(Tanner) testified ‘before the Cook county 
grand jury. The witness said that Blair tried 
to convince him that he did not have more 
than $800 or $400 at Cesitralia, but later in 
the Same conversation admitted he might 
have had between $300 and $900. 

Mr. Hanecy, cross examining Tanner, tried 
out the witness’ memory. He asked him 
about ‘the score of the ball game in Cen- 
tralia, the number of games which were 
played between the two teams, atid the dates 
of the different games. Tanner said that he 
could not remember. He said he was for 
Lorimer for himself, and advised Blair to 
vote for Lorimer if he could do so honorably. 

Mr. Hanecy questioned the witvress exten- 
Sively with regard to interviews with Phillips 
of THe CHIcaGo TRIBUNE, to whom Tanner 
said he had repeated the story he tvcld -yes- 
terday. He saia he understood there was a 
representative of the state’s attorney's office 
im Mount Vernon on the sameday.

He 
said he changed either three or four $100 
bills for Blair on separate occasions, and he 
thought that these were in March or April 
of 1908. 

Attorney Healy asked Gibson if he knew of 
the deposit of a state treasury warrant by 
Blair in the Ham Nationa! bank for $750 on 
Feb. 9, 1908.

Thinks Roosevelt 
Tariff Stand Will Not Be 
Indorsed by: Faction. 


COME TO BIG CONFERENCE. 


Delegates Talk of La Follette as 
Most Likely Candidate in 
1912 Election. 


With the formal opening of the national 
conference of progressive Republicans thir- 
ty-six hours away one proposition that wil! 
com@ up for discussion at the two days’ 
meeting was settled last night by¥the early 
arriving. delegates. It is this: 

The progressive Republicana wil! not in- 
dorse the tariff plank of the national Re- 
publican platform of 1906 

Reports that James R. Garfteld, fresh 
from a conference with Theodore Roosevelt, 
would submit such an indorsement resolution 
to the conference precipitated the issue 
Mr. Garfield, who is in Chicago, 14 not say~- 
ing @ word, but other progressives have 
listened to rumors and made no effort to 
conceal their attitude toward the 1908 tariff 
plank. . 

The Twentieth Century limited during the 
day brought several progressive leaders, 
who, in sounding the presidential sentiment, 
have “swung around the circle,’ or a large 
part of it. Among them were Walter L. 
Houser, secretary of the National Progres- 
sive league; Medill McCormick, and John J. 
Hannon, confidential secretary te Senator 
la Follette. 


Houser to Fight 1908 Plank. 

Mr. Houser, who ig in charge of the con- 
ference arrangements, asserted that the 1906 
plank in¥favoring “the imposition of euch 
duties as will equal the difference between 
the cost of production at home and abroad, 
together with a reasonable profit to Ameri- 
can industries,’’ went further than any plank 
ever placed in.a Republican national plat- 
form. He indicated the convention would 
not indorse it. 

“The additional ‘reasonable profit’ is 
going too far,” the backer of Senator La 
Follette for’ the presidency said, “amd the 
progressives will maintain that no clase of 
men should enjoy a business profit at the 
direct expense of other classes in all parts 
of the country.” 3 

“TI know Taft cannot contro! the next Re- 
publican convention,’’ Mr. Houser said in 
the evening at the progressives’ headquarters 
in Hotel La Salle, “ and I have every reason 
to believe that the Wisconsin senator will 
be the next presidential nominee of the 
party. . 

“The progressives will have the states 
west of the Mississipp! virtually solid. We 
are sure of every west coast state, of North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Iowa, Oklahoma, Arizona, Idaho, and Wis- 
consin. We will have delegates from every 
state in the north with the possible excep- 
tion of Rhode Island and Connecticut.” 


Plan to Control cto. 

“The conference on Monday,’ continued 
Mr. Houser, “ will be a conference to discuss 
ways and means for the progressive Repub- 


organization and nominate La Follette for 
president. 

“There will be at least 200 progressives 
on hand.” 

“Then this Is a La Follette movement?” 
was asked. 

“There is no doubt or speculation any more 
about that,” said Mr’ Houser. “ The progres- 
sives throughout the nation favor Senator La 
Follette. La Follette sentiment is just as 
etrong in Tilinois as in any of the other eo- 
called insurgent states—with the exception, 
of course, of Wisconsin, his own etate. 


“No Hope for Taft,” Says McCormick. 

“ This meeting is a meeting of the progres- 
sive Republican campaign committee and as 
such can indorse a candidate. The Progres- 
sive Republican league could not do that, but 
this is not a meeting of the league.” 

Mr. Mctormic« said there was no prospect 
of a renomination for Taft. 

“ Taft will not be renominated,” he said,

WORK ON BIG FAIR BEGINS. 


President Turns First Earth at Pacific 
Exposition Site. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oot. 14.~—Ground was 
broken today for the Panama~Pacific exposi- 
tion of 1915 to commemorate the opening of 
the Panama canal. 

: President Taft lifted the first spadeful of 

earth from the ground on which the expo- 
sition buildings will rise, Mme. Lillian Nor- 
dica sang her greeting, and more than 100,- 
000 persons filled the stadium in Golden 
Gate park tO witness the first ceremony in 
memory of what Mr. Taft called the “ greatest 
engineering feat the world has ever seen—the 
Panama canal.” 

The president spoke from a platform in 
front of the grand stand in the stadium. He 
gave credit to his predecessor in the presti- 
dency for the Panama cana! in the following 
words: 

“And even then it might not hayé been 
built, had it not been for the prompiness 
and energy of Theodore Roosevelt,” 

“ Perhaps,’ he said, “the right te vote 
may make a difference, but I doubt [t.” 

Tonight the president viewed the city 
from his hotel and spent a few minutes at the 
Rohemian club. It was “ carnival night,”’ 
in San Francisco, and the illumination was 
attractive enough to keep the president gas- 
ing for hours. 


DIPHTHERIA GROWING; HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT GIVES WARNING. 


Twenty-two Deaths from the Disease 
Recorded in the Last Week Afnong 


165 Cases, Says Bulletin. 


Attention is called to the increasing num- 
ber of deaths from diphtheria, and a warn- 
ing is issued for the observance of especial! 
caution against further spread of the dis- 
ease in the weekly bulletin of the city de- 
partment of health. 

The number of persons affected was 155, 

s compared to 160 for the previous week. 
Last week there were 41 carriers of the 
disease, or one less than the week ending 
Oct. 6 There were 22 deathe. 

“Children sick a day or two with slight 
sore throats recover and mingle with other 
“children,”’ the report continues. “No 4i- 
agnosis is made, as no doctor was called. 

* During the year 1910 820,656 examinations 
were made of school children suspected of 
having a communicable disease. As a re- 
sult of these examinations 14,653 pupils were 
excluded from school, 708 having diphtheria, 
1.004 measles, 877 German measles, 579 scar- 
let fever, 1.010 chicken pox, 1,128 mumps, 
and 208 whooping cough.”

Files Oomplaint with Precipe. 

The bill, which was filed yesterday for John 
Henning, sets forth that Funk on Oct. 15, 
1910, and “on divers other days" had im- 
proper relations with Mrs. Josephine Hen- 
ning. For this and for “contriving and 
wrongfully, wickedly, and unjustly intend- 
ing "’ to deprive him of “ the society, aid, and 
assistance” of his wife Henning asks that 
Funk be compeli@d to pay him the.sum sued 
for. ° 

In filing alienation suits in Cook county the 
almost universal custom is to permit the 
preecipe to precede the bill of complaint by a 
sufficient period of time to enable the defen¢- 
ant to make up his mind whether he wants to 
settie with the plaintiff or fight. By this ar- 
rangement the defendant is able to avoid the 
notoriety which a publication of the allega- 
tions in the bill will involve. 

In this case the filing of the preecipe and the 
bill simultaneously gave immediate publicity 
to the charges which Henning makes against 
Funk. 

Mr. Funk says he never had any intimation 
of the nature of Mr. Henning’s complaint 
against him until] the sult was actually begun. 
In his opinion, the object sought by the plain- 
tiff In the action, therefore, was not money 
but publicity for the scandalous charges con- 
tained in the bill. 


Never Heard of Henning, Says Funk. 
Mr. Funk’s statement in full follows: 

I have never seen or heard of John Hen- 
ning or his wife, consequently there is no 
possible basis for thig suit. The animus 
of the action is too apparent; it is a 
‘frameup.’ It is in perfect line with the 
use of detectives, female decoys, and 
other disreputable efforts to incriminate 

, and involve me. They all emanate from a 
well known source which already is so 
thoroughly discredited in the public mind 
that this latest effort will wholly fail of 
its purpose. The senatorial committee on 
the Lorimer case, now sitting in Chicago, 
is fully acquainted with eariler attempts 
of this sort. This suit will never come to 
trial and was not brought witb that ex- 
pectation. 

I knew something was gotng to be done 
to harass me, but I did not know exactly 
its nature. Furthermore, I have been 
visited by certain women envoys of these 
people who are trying to besmirch my 
character in an attempt to involve me ina - 
acandal before the public. I have been 
warned and threatened in various ways. 
Detectives follow me at night, and I have 
received numerous anonymous communi- 
cations through the mail and over the 
telephones 


Lawyer Says It’s Fabrication. 

BE. A. Bancroft, attorney for Mr. Funk, 
made this statement concerning the action 
against his client: 

The charge isa fabrication. If there are 
any such persons as John Henning and 
Josephine Henning anywhere in the 
world, Mr. Funk never has seep or heard 
of them. It ts significant that the attor- 

a= 


neys for the plaintiff refused to disclose 
either the residence or identity: of their 
client. 

When this case te called fon trial no 
Plaintiff will be present in the courtroom. 
The case will be dismissed for want of 
prosecution. It wil] have served its ne- 
farious and cowardly purpose of attempt- 
ing to tarnish the reputation of a clean 
and upright man. 

This is no criticism ofthe attorneys who 
filed the suit if they honestly believe the 
story told them and took reasonable pains 
to learn whgther their client was respon- 
sible or not. But in that case they should 
certainly be willing to disclose the identity 
of their clients. The declaration in this 
class of cases does not have to be sworn 
to. No one vouches for its truth, and in 
this case the signature of the attorneys 
indicates only that they have put into 
legal form the story which has been told 
them. 

Thus it is that an unknown miscreant 
or base tool of others might use the courts 
of justice to secur the widest possible 
publication of a foul and cruel libel. Any 
man, no matter how high his standing and 
unblemished .his life, may thus be at- 
tacked. The assassin lying in wait for his 
victim in the dark is not half so greata 
scoundrel as the man—or set of men—who 
would abuse the process of the court for 
the. purpose of private vengeance and 
calumny. 

In thie case against Mr. Funk we shall 
file at once a sworn denial and ask that 
the case be advanced on the docket and be 
set down for immediate hearing, and thus 
ascertain whether or not there is a real 
plaintiff. 

The possibility of such an abuse of our 
courts is a public evil. The courts and 
bar associations should take the matter 
in hand and. provide a remedy. ; 

There should be a rule of court that no 
declaration of this kind could be filed 
uhless accompaniéd by the certificate of 
an attorney In good standing that he per- 
sonally knows the plaintiff and will pro- 
duce Him in court at any time that the 
court may require, and that he has per- 
sonally investigated the alleged facts and 
believes that the plaintiff?’ has good 
grounds for his action. 


Donahue Conceals His Clients, 

“I wouldn’t do Mr. Funk an injustice,” said 
Attorney Donahoe when a second’ request 
was made for the identity of the Hennings. 

“ Butthe defendant insists he doesn’t know 
any such man or woman,” he was told. 

“ That will come out later when the case ls 
tried,”’ the attorney said. “If he wants to 
know let him appear in court, for this case 
will not be settled out of court.” 

The last statement by the.attorney for 
Henning is pointed to by Funk's friends as 
in accord with the belief of the friends of 
Mr. Funk, who declare that there is no mone- 
tary object in the filing of the suit, but simply 
a plot to discredit the International Har- 
vester man. ' 

Mr. Donahoe grew angry when mention 
was made of the Lorimer angle of the case 
and the statement of. Mr. Funk declaring 
the suit a “ frameup.” 

“T want to say my client never knew and 
does not know Senator Lorimer,’ he shouted. 
“This has nothing to do with the Lorimer 
case in any way. I have nothing to do with 
the Lorimer matter, I tell you, and mever 
had.” 

Denies Being Legislators’ Lawyer. 

“Were you ever attorney for any of the 
Ill -nois legislators involved in the Lorimer

Following the reading of a mes- 
sage from Champ Clark wishing the associa- 
tion “ Godspeed,”” but reminding the dele- 
gates that “ God helps those who help them- 
selves,”’ there arose a cry for William Lori- 
mer and the senator made aspeech. While 
Lorimer was working his way toward the 
platform Fred Lundin and other personal 
followers started a demonstration. Asimilar 
demonstration was made subsequently dur- 
ing the reading of formal resolutions, ex- 
pressing thanks to Gov. Deneen. among oth- 
ers, for material services given.

The resolutions ended with a passing allu- 
sion to the position of sergeant at arms, va- 
cated by Thomas Hunter, a Lorimer lieuten- 
ant, when his official wings were clipped by 
association officers. Col. John I. Martin was 
immediatefy named and the resolutions ex- 
pressed a hope “ that the associatiqn may be 
able to secure his valuable services for many 
succeeding conventions.” 

Commends Louisiana’s Act. 

“ The association realizes the necessity for 
the rehebilitation of the American flag on 
the high seas,’ read former Judge Raesieur. 
“Te realizes that so far as American owned 
facilities for transportation are concerned 
the ocean is equally deserted with the rivers. 
It therefore heartily indorses the recent 
amendment to the Louisiana constitution 
exempting the American fileg steamship lines

New, York, Oct. .14.—The policy which is 
being followed by the revolutionary party in 
Chine is outlined in a manifesto which was 
prepared in advance in this country several! 
weeks ago by Dr. Sun Yat Sen. the revolution- 
ary leader. The manifesto, just made public, 
is as follows: 

“ To all friendly nations, greeting: 

“ We the citizens of all China, now wagihg 


. War against the Manchu government for the 


purpose of shaking off the yoke of the Tartar 
eonquerer by overthrowing the present cor- 
rupt state of autocracy and establishing a 
republic in its place, and at the same time 
intending to enter upon a more close relation 
with all friendly nations for the sake of 


‘maintaining the peace of the world and of 
ipromoting the happinets of mankind in ordér 


to miake our action’ clearly understood, here- 
by declare: 

* First—All treaties concluded between the 
Manchu government and dny nation before 
thie “date will be continually effective up to 
the time of their termination. 

“ Second—Any foreign loan or indemnity 
imeurred by the Manchu government béfore 
thig date will be acknowledge without any 
alteration of terms and will be paid by the 
maritime customs as before. 

“Third—All concessions granted by the 
Manchu government to any foreign nation 
before this date will be respected. 

“ Fourth—All persons and property of any 
foreign nations in the territory occupied by 

e citizens army will be fully protected. 

* Fitth—All treaties, concessions, loans, and 
indemnities concluded betwen the Manchu 
government and any foreign nations after 
this date will be repudiated. 

“ Sixth—All persons of any nationalities 
who take the part of the Manchu government 
to act against the citizen army of China will 
be treated as enemies. 

“ Seventh—All kinds of war materials sup- 
plied by any foreign nations to the Manchu 
oaoeranaalt will be confiscated when cap- 


tured.”

METHODISTS ACT 
FOR TEMPERANCE 
Ecumenical Conference Takes 


‘Stand Against Legalized 
Liquor Traffic, 


WOMEN PRAISED FOR AID. 
Delegates ;from Various Coun- 


tries Tell of Progress of 
Total Abstinence. 


BY THE REV. DR W. B. NORTON. 

Toronto, Oct. 14.—[{Special.]—A continuous 
fight on the legalized Nquor traffic occupied 
both sessions of the Methodist ecumenical 
conferefice today. The Rev. Levi Gilbert, 
editor of the Western Christian Advocate, 
Cincinnati, O., declared that the giving of 
the franchise to women would mean the 
downfall of the saloon. 

“I lived for a time in a woman's suffrage 
state,’’ ne said. “I went there prejudiced 
against the idea of suffrage, but I found the 
evils prophesied against women’s voting had 
failed to be realized. It is the uprising against 
the saloon, more than anything else, that has 
given victory to the cause of woman's fran- 
chise in the elections just held in California. 

“I read constantly several of the liquor 
papers of the country. In nearly every 
column there is confession of defeat. The 
liquor forces aré on the run. In one column 
prohibition is denounced and in another 
statements are made that there is more 
liquor sold under prohibition than under 
license. They all agree in an awful fear of 
woman's suffrage."’ 


Temperance in British Army. 

“The British army,” said the Kev. J. H. 
Bateson of London, formerly of India, “is 
@ national school of temperance. Under 
command of Lord Roberts the reforms have 
beebh brought about. He ordered that in the 
canteens where liquor is sold there should 
be only light enough to see by, thet the fur- 
niture should consist of only plain tables, and 
that the liquor should be drunk ont'of tin 
eups, but in the barracks, where no liquor is 
sold, he ordered the most attractive sur- 
roundings, bright lights, attractive furni- 
ture, and opportunities for social enjoyment, 
The result is that out of 64,000 men 31,000 
ere now total abstainers.”

Nation Surmounts Difficulties. 

* The American nation has surmounted dif- 
ficulties as grievous and complex as any that 
now demand attention. What other country 
could stand the strain to which we havé been 
subjected during the last decade? The world 
needs a cessation of demagugt: attacks and 
appeals to class prejudice. . 

“Gigantic business enterprises that can 
be established only by combination and co- 
operation are as necessary in these times as 
long distance telephones, four day steaniships 
between New York and Europe, and eighteen 
hour traing between Chicago and New York,”’ 
he said. j 

“When great enterprises make for econ- 
omy and efficiency they should be let alone 
by law; when they aim at oppression and ex- 
tortion through monopoly the} should be 
curbed and regulated.. 


Backward Step Injurious. 

“ The annihilation of so-called big business 
in this country is impossible, and, if it were 
possible, would force a backward step into 
the dark days of demoralized conditions, with 
low wages and uncertain employment for 
labor and. destructive losses for employers 
and investors. Changes in industrial and 
economic conditions are inevitable. But if 
disaster is to be avoided they must be well 
considered and based on reason and justice 
rather than on prejudice and personal am bi- 
tion and greed. 

The governor declared the cessation of 
wars was in the power of the bankers. He 
said the private duel was outlawed and the 
industrial strike has been superseded by ar- 
bitration.

Slump in Stocks Revives Rumors 
of Reorganization. 


W. V. KELLEY AS CHAIRMAN? 


No Need of Receiver, Says Head of 
American Foundries. 


The continued slump in Allis-Chalmers 
stocks and bonds on the New York exchange 
has revived rumors of a pending: reorganiza- 
tion of the company, Quotations on both 
classes of stock and on the é per cent bonds 
have reached low level during the last week, 
and the preferred sold off more than half a 
point yefterday. 

The most definite rumor surmiges that 
Willlam V. Kelley, chairman 6f the finance 
committee, and president of the American 
Steel Foundries, will be in charge of the re- 
organization. Mr. Kelley says there is no 
Plan for a receivership. 


Sees No Need for Receiver. 

“I have heard of no such uove, and do not 
think there is any,"’ he asserted. “ We have 
just issued a statement to stockholders show- 
ing an excess of $1,000,000 in current assets, 
against $400,000 current Ilabilities. There ts 
no occasion for a receivership.” 

“ There is no danger of a receivership,” said 
J. W. Murray, in charge of the Pittsburgh 
district, where a rumor said there was 
pending a claim for $800,000. “I do not be 
eve there is such a claim.” , 

In Milwaukee there is a report that the 
crumbling of prices is due in part to the with- 
drawal of Steel corporation interests to 
avoid possible anti-trust proceedings. There 
interests were acquired during the 1907 
panic to insure the completion of certain ma- 
chinery for the Gary plant, then build- 
ing. The approach of the annual meeting, 
with possible disagreements among direc- 
tors, also i» mentioned. 


No Dividends Since 1904, 

No dividends on the $16,060,000 preferred 
stock have been paid since 1904. Earnings 
on it in 1910 were 3.00 per cent, in 1900, 0.84 
per cent, in 1908, 3.81 per cent, with deficits

Skillful Boatmen Operate Junks 
and, Sampans in the 
Upper River. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 

ICHANG, Hupeh Province, China, Aug. 
21.—Ichang is utterly unlovely. Its bright 
spots are within miseionary walls and the 
ward room of the U. 8S. 8. Helena. The 
Helena is here today; gone torhorrow. The 
missionaries are with them alwaye and for 
better or worse. 

All of which does not imp?y lack of interest 
or excitement in Ichang. To start with. it is 
an adventitious city. A town is needed at 
this point. Here plain sailing ends and 
strenuous navigation begins. From the sea 
to Ichang steam power asserts its suprem- 
acy over wind driven and hand paddled 
junks. From Ichang’ on up junks take 
charge of commerce. 

Ichang, then, is a junction point, a way 
Station, a “change cars,” as it were. Big 
river steamers, two British, one Chinese, and 
one Japanese, regularly discharge their car- 
g° along Ichang's crazy water front. The 
cargo is stored away in the various go-downs 
of Ichang’s merchants, to be redistributed 
among hundreds of junks and carried to far 
western Szechwan. During flood water the 
junks can’t make ;the trip, so they lle at 
anchor in Ichang, lining both banks for 
miles. At such times Ichang’s warehouses 
are packed with hundreds of thousands of 
Collars’ worth of cotton twist and other 
valuable freight awaiting shipment. 


One Steamer on Upper River. 
OccasionalNy a smail gunboat ascends the 
gorges to Chungking during high water. But 
until the U. 8S. Shutung was built there 
Was no regular steamer on the upper Yang- 
tse. The Shutung is still an experiment, 
though a profitable one, but the danger at 
both high and low water is great, and the 
prophets say each trip of the Shutung will 
be the last. 

Arfl so Ichan® fattens on delay and dan- 
ger and neglects to keep herself clean and 
decent. A walk through the city is a vexa- 
tion. Eyes and nove are affronted all the 
way along. The chairs are uncomfortable 
and the few rickshaws uninviting. Nor are 
the short, narrow, tortuous streets adapted 
for wheels. There are no European hotels, 
and the few Chinese inns are winin the put- 
rid gone.

Disappointing cables from Liverpool, with 
jess activity in the cash trade, caused @ 
moderate setback in wheat prices yester- 
day. Resting quotations were %*@‘4d to %d 
2@. Liverpool failed to follow the advance 
on this side, coming barely steady, with 
prices %d off to %d up. The prospects for 
fair shipments to the United Kingdom, with 
more favorable advices from Argentina, 
where the weather was warmer, were the 
chief influences abroad. Offerings from the 
southern hemisphere were moderate, and 
prices were firm, while the prospects were 
for small world's shipments on Monday. 

A fair inquiry was reported for hard winter 
wheat, and there were sales of 35,000 bu No. 2 
hard to mills, but there was not so much 
inquiry for wheat here. Southwestern cash 
markets were stronger relatively, with a 
good deniand from Texas milis. 


Spring Wheat Receipts Heavy. 

The movement of spring wheat continues 
of liberal proportions, especially the receipts 
at Duluth, and tial receipte at the two

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Northwestern Producers Will Put Inde- 
pendent Carriers in Field to Lower 
Shipping Cost. 


Efforts to force the railroads to reduce 
theér lake-and-rail freight rates on flour are 
being made by the northwestern millers by 
means of a rate War. 

The Minneapolis milling interests have 
leased two large stee! vessels, the Scranton 
and the Lackawanna, to operate indepen- 
dently in the flour trade on the great lakes 
between Duluth and Buffalo. It is proposed 
to charge ‘ower rates than those the rail- 
roads and their lake lines now charge. 

The millers will insist that the two boats 
be allowed to land at the raliroad docks in 
Buffalo, be given the same divisions of the 
through rates, and be treated as well in all 
respects as the boat lines controlled by the 
railroads. It is declared they will have a 
fight on thejr hands. 

The pian, which will be put into effect at 
once. is the result of many years’ fight for 
the reduction of the rates, The subject has 
been before the interetate commerce com- 
mission several times. 

Chicago officials of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific system will move to New 
York about Wov. 1 In accordance with the 
reorganization plan recently announced. L. 
J. Spence, appointed traffic director to suc- 


'ceed J. C. Stubbs, and Julius Kruttschnitt, 


director of maintenance and operation, will 
move almost their entire force to New York. 
F. C. Dillard, interstate commerce attorney; 
P. C. Stohr, assistant director of traffic; H. 
P. Thrall, mail traffic manager; and prob- 
ably the Pacific Fruit express, C. M. Secrist, 
general manager, will maintain their offices 
here. 

The committee of representatives of com- 
mercial organizations and |business houses 
appointed to-oppose the ne baggage rules 
of the railroads restricting the size of trunks 
to be carried free, will meet at the La Salle 
hotel tomorrow. The roads offered a com- 
promise by which the forty inch limit will 
not take effect for a year and a half, but 
after July 1 an excess charge will be made 
for all trunks over forty-five inches tn lerigth. 
The compromise was not satisfactory and an 
appeal to the interstate commerce commuis- 
sion Is considered. 

Eugene Morris, assistant chairman of the 
Central Freight association, was made chalir- 
man of the organization at a meeting in the 
cftices of the company in The Rookery On 
Friday. Mr. Morris was elected to succeed 
the late Joseph F. Tucker, resolutions upon 
whose death was drafted by a committee.

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While the public generally ts aware that a strike of 
tallraad employés is in progress on certain western 
railreads, there are apparently few who are acquainted 
with the facts leading up te the dispute. 

As the railroads are public utilities, every one should 
knew why there is a strike and the causés which 
brought it about. This applies te every employé now 
at work, those on strike and the pubile generally. 
Ome of the roads involved in the Gepute Is the Iliinois 
Central. Ever since this railroad wae built, it has 
ween known as having the mest friendly relations wita 
ite employés of any corporation in existence. It has 
a@iways frécognized organized labor and for many years 
he@ made contracts with the various unions of which 
its employés ere members. It has gone to the extreme 
in the making of contracts in order that Its employés 
might be satisfied and to continue the cordial feeling 
that has prevailed since its establishment. In fact, 
notw#ithetanding that its rates are of the lowest of those 
in the Eastern Group of railroads, its wages and work- 
ing ¢onditions are based upon those in effect in the 
Western Group. This means that they are the highest 
wages and carry with them the most favorable condi- 
tions to the employés. With these brief statements 
of facts, it may be well to proceed immediately to give 
im Getail the causes of the present controveray, as it 
affects the Illinois Central. 

For many years, the yarious unions of shopmen 
employed by the Company have made contracts’ cover- 
ing wages, hours of employment and working condi- 
tions. Conferences to renew these contracts were 
looked for at stated periods and it was frealy accepted 
as a part of the duty of the officials to meet the union 
committees and, in a friendly way, go over the ¢hanges 
desired and agree upon them amicably. So successful 
were these conferences that there hes never been 4 
strike on the Illinois Central based on a refusal of the 

to meet the employés’ committees half way. 

This was the condition of affairs when the Company 
officials in June, last, received a communication, signed 
by a car repairer and a railway clerk, notifying them 
that a System Federation had been organised and that 


as soon as the demands decided upon could be printed, 


a conference to consider them would be asked for. 
The officials of the System Federation said that they 
represented the following unions: 


Brotherheed of Railway Clerks, 

Bretherhood of Rallway Car Men, 

International Bretherhood of Blacksmiths, 
Boilermakers ahd Iren Ship Builders’ International 


Union, 
International Association of Machinists, 


Amalgamated Sheet Metal Workers’ Alliance, 
International Association of Steamfitters, 
Painters, Decorators and Paper Mangers" Interna- 


tional Union, 
Several Federal Labor Unions, composed of helpers 
and laborers. 


When the communication of the System Federation 
officials wae received, it was found that seven of the 
nine organizations in that body already had contracts 
with the: Illinois Cemtral which required that, when 
any changes were desired, it was necessary to give 
thirty days’ written motice before any consideration 
could be given them. Otherwise, the contracts contin- 
ued indefinitely. Two of the nine unions of the Sys- 
tem Federation had no contracts with the Company. The 
management, therefore, declined to meet the System 
Federation's Committee because of its contracts with the 
seven unions. There had been no objections to any of 
those contracts. They were still in existence and no 
netice had been given that the changes were desired, 
The Company, therefore, told the System Federation 
that a@ the unions with which it had centracts had 
not given thirty days’ notice that changes were desired, 
no recognition could be given a new organization claim- 


The officers of the System Federation then 
took a strike vote. The employés were told 
if a strike was voted it did not mean 


that 
one would de called, but that it would be a force to 


compel ‘the Company officials to treat with the new 
organization. On this ground, the employés voted to 
strike when called upon. The vote Was not taken ac- 
cording to the laws of the unions with which the 
Company had contracta. These required secret ballots, 


which were not taken, 

After the strike was voted, the International officials 
‘of the unions in the System Federation refused to 
sanction a walkout until an effort was made to get 
an amicable settlement. They also investigated the 
methods pursued by the officials of the System Fed- 
eration. The International Executive Board of the 
Machinists then refused emphatically to sanction a 
etrike. It gave the principal reason that the thirty 
days’ notice that a change was desired had not been 
given.: Other International officials also admitted this. 
After several days of investigation and conferences, 
the International officials to whom the question of a 
strike was referred by the System Federation, an- 
meunced that it would not be indersed but that an- 
other strike vote must be taken. This waa to be 
according to the laws of the respective unions. All 
of them required a secret ballot. TPhis proved that 
the International officials were not satisiied with the 
first vot® taken. The letter to the various unions was 
signed by the respective officials of tae nine unions and 
instructions were given that the vote should be re- 
turned not later than October 10, 1911. As the Ma- 
ehinista -had refused to sanction a strike, the letter 
contained this statement and the following questions on 
which the emoployés should vote: 


“Tt has recently developed that several of our 
large Orgenizations are not in position to pay 
atrike benefits, and while their International 
unions have sanctioned a strike, it is with their 
morel support only.” 
Also “That the question has been raised by 
« the Company and by President O'Connell, tater 
national President of t chinists, as 
the legality of the Soelae Poi Was served on 
the Company June 10th by the officers of the 
System Federation, and net knowing at this 
time whether ‘we would get the support of 
the machinists, we request each organization to 
immediately call a special meeting and proceed 
te take another vote according te your rc- 
spective constitutions.” 
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“In taking the strike vote, the members must have 
in mind the follewing points and vote upon each one 


separately: a 

"4. Will you vote t6 enforce recognition of the Sys- 
tem Federation? 

“2? Will you strike if the Machisists’ International 
refuses to éanction a strike? 

“¢, Will you strike regardless of @nancial adsist- 
ance? 


“4 Should the demand of the Company thet the 
thirty days’ notice be served be complied with?’ 


The instructions for a legal strike vote to be taken 
were sent out September 12th. The Machinists met 
in convention Peptember 18th, <A week later, although 
it ie reported that such action was bitterly fought by 
the president and many other leaders of the Machin- 
ists, the convention, by a close vete, sanctioned a 
strike on the Harriman Lines, the Ilineois Central and 
the Grand Trunk Pactfic. The leaders declared that 
they would not lead the members employed on the 
railroads into a strike which they knew would result 
in defeat, as there was no money te pay strike bene- 
Ste. It was charged that the Socialists were endeav- 
oring to disrupt the trade union movement by getting 
as many strikes as possible and they were accused of 
engineering the trouble om the railroads involved. 


It wae this action of the Machinists’ Convention 
that brought on the atrike, although the employes of 
the Illinois Central had not yet voted legally on the 
question of whether they would strike to compel the 
railroads to recognize the System Federation. There 
were four questions to vote upon, enly ené of which 
it will be noticed, was settled by the action of the 
Maehinigts’ Convention. 

Just why the strike on the [linole Central was 
brought about nome of the officials or empleyes have 
the least conception. The employés of the road were 
preparing te vote, as ordered by the International 
officials, They had settled down to consider the situ- 
ation from the changed conditions into which it had 
developed. It was no longer a question of “bluffiing” 
the Company to break its contracts with seven unions 
to make a contract with a new organization, the bene- 
fits to be gained from which were problematical. It 
had become a question of a strike for recognition. 
No money was involved, But, before the vote could 
be taken, the strike was ordered. The Company offi- 
clals had no warning. They were hot netified in 
any way that a strite was to be called. They were 
waiting. for the resulta of the yote ordered by the In-- 
ternational Officials, not considering any more than 
the employés that the action of the Machinists’ Con- 
vention would bring on @ strike on the Hlinols Cen- 
tral, The employés were also astounded when given 
orders to quit work. They had settled down te a 
belief that there would be no strike, and when it was 
called they were shocked. 3 


Leading labor officials in the United States are not 
enthusiastic over the System Federation plan of mak- 
ing contracts, It is the same proposition upon which 
the Knights of Labor was bullt and it also wrecked 
the organization. Each trade has its own enviren- 
ment. The American Federation of Labor, for many 
years, has refused to adopt a universal trade mark 
er union label for all trades to use. The reason is 
that each trade will think the other trades will ad- 
vertise the label and it will not be necessary for it 
to do anything; consequently, none would do it. 

In the proposed System Federation of thg Illinois 
Central, the trades do not all work along the same 
lines nor would they when called upon always work 
as aunit. These labor leaders who look askance at 
the System Federation say they can see how some 
trivial dispute in one department can plunge the 
workmen in all other departments into a disastrous 
strike. The railway clerks are members of the Sys- 
tem Federation of the Illinoig Central. They are more 
or less confidential employés of the railroad. It is 
an open secret that the workmen in the shops regard 
the ¢elerks as being nearer to the railroad officials 
than to them, If the clerks join the union, the rail- 
road officials are forced to believe that they would 
be more loyal to the union than to the Company. The 
clerks, therefore, would be an endless source of trou- 
ble to both the Company and the unions, Neverthe- 
less, this state of affairs might be the cause of many 
strikes over trivial matters made important by the 
clerks, 

The 1894 strike was caused by the refusal of the 
American Railway Union members to work for any 
railroad that permitted PiWilman cars on its trains. 
There was no grievance against any of the railroads. 
The railroad men’s strike in Ireland recently was not 
because of grievances against any reilroad company. 
It was because the railroads nauled lumber for a com- 
pany not in the good graces of the employés. 

The object of the System Federations, as the rai!- 
road officials see it, is to so control the labor em- 
ployed en the railroads that at any time they can 
dictate the policy of the road if ‘they desire to do so. 
If the System Federations gain recognition on the 
railroads, they will be extended to manufactories and 
then they will demonstrate more fully that they will 
follow in the steps of the American Railway Union 
and the railway men of Ireland, If a manufacturer 
refuses to recognize the factory federation of his 
employés, then the System Federtions of similar work- 
men on the railroads can refuse to permit his prod- 
uots to be hauled over any line, This fs the only 
logical outcome of the plan of organization preposed. 
Only four trades were in the first System Federation 
formed. On fhe Harriman lines of the West there 
are five. On the Illinois Central there are nine. The 
broad principle has been announced by the System 
Federation of the Illinois Central that ."all railroad 
organizations affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor are eligible for membership,” The situation, 
therefore, presented a more serious aspect to the Ili- 
nois Central. The Systenr Federation idea had gained 
converts and it was fast becoming uncontrollable, The 
difficulty in harmonizing the, complex characters, na- 
tionalities, habits, employments and requirementg has 
already become a problem to the organizers, This 
phase of organization was taken up by the United 
States Commission that Investigated the American Rajil- 
way Union strike. [In its report, it made this refer- 
ence to unions that had been successful because they 
had not been ‘formed on the same vlan as the American 
Ratlway Uniori: 

“ The trade unionists argue that their strength 
lies largely in their comparativ: freedom *rem 
these objections; and they insist that the basis 
of a successful labor organization must be sub- 


stantial similarity im tntereats among the mem- 

bers.” : 

Should the System Federations gain a foothold, they 
Would overshade and have greater power than the In- 
ternational unfons whose members comprise them. The 
International official would then become a mere clerk 
with little* power over the membership. If it were 
possible to organize a System Federation on every rail- 
road in the Usited States to be followed by the forma- 
tien of a National fystem Federation, it would simply 
be the American Raflway Union eae the latter's organ- 
fzers hoped to see it. It would have ten thousand times 
more power than the American Federation of Labor, 
eithough with one-sixth membership. The latter organ- 
igation cannet erder « atrike. It is a moral influence 
tha: seeks to aid all other organizetions in its mem- 
bership in times of trouble. But « National or Inter- 
national System Federation could order strikes om one 
road or on every reed in North Amerfen. The roads 
would be at their mercy, and any manufacturer whe 
might be objectionable ta them could be béycotted out of 
business. In order for the American Railway Union te 
have been a success, it was necessary to destrey the 
various brotherhoods of railway employés. Edgar -&. 
Clark, President of the Order of Rallway Conductors, 
during the American Railway Unien strike, in his testi- 
momy before the United States Commission, said: 


“I believe the majority of the men engaged tn 
any one trade or calling should have a right to 
fix the conditiens under which the men fn that 
trade should work. IF think they should have 
that right unigfiuenced by or without any dicta- 
tion from any other organization or any other 
class of employés. 


Another wituesa whose union the American Rallway 


Union was trying to disrupt was P. H. Morrissey, then 
President of the Brotherhood ef Railway Trainmen. He 
told the Commission: 


“The American Railway Union came into exis- 
tence with the declaration that the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen and kindred organizations 
were weak, ineffective, and, in a word, were 
Playing nothing short of a confidence game on 
the men they assumed to represent. The 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen for a long 
time has been representing certain classes of 
men in the train service, and presume to say 
they have done it as effectively as could be done 
under trades union principles or as a laber 
organization. 


“The American Railway Unten came inte the 
field saying we were weak and ridiculed every 
earnest, honest method used by our organization 
to achieve good for the men they represent. 
When we failed it was a subject for ridicule by 
the lecturers of the American Railway Union. 
That naturally produced bitterness." 


It is alse true as at present that in 1894 many of 
the uniens violated their contracts by going on «trike. 


The American Railway Union was formed upon 
much the same theory as the proposed System Feder- 
ation—“that the trade union idea has ceased to be useful 
or adequate; that pride of organization, petty jealousies 
and the conflict of views into which men are trained in 
separate organizations under different leaders tend to 
defeat the common object of all and enable the rail- 
roads to use such organizations against each other in 
contention over wages and working conditions; that the 
interésts of each of the railroad employés of the United 
States as to wages, treatment, hours of labor, legislation, 
insurance, mutual aid, ete., are common to all, and 
hence all ought to belong to one organization that shal! 
assert its united strength in the preteetion ef the rights 
of every member.” 


The Hilinois Central management stood on the thirty 
Gay clause of their contracts with seven unfons of the 
System Federation. It had been. mutually agreed upon 
by the unions and railroads and undoubdfediy for the 
same reason—protection against hasty action in an 
emergency by either party to the contract. If this 
notice had been given, the management would have had 
an opportunity to tell why Objection was made to that 
form of organization. The union officials could be told 
of the disastrous failures of the past, and the reasons 
therefor as well as the demoralizing effects upon labor. 
the railroads and public. Many of the employése did 
not realize what the System Federation meant to them 
and could not in the absence of the usual discussion 
between the failroad officials and union officials act 
intelligently upon a subject upen which they were not 
clearly informed. 


Some may ask why conferences were not held with 
the officials of the System Federation. Since signed 
contracts have heen made by the ratiroad and employés, 
both sides have been insistent upon their being re- 
spected. The employés have been especially emphatic 
that the contracts be followed to the letter. Should a 
contract have been made with the System Federation, 
any one of the International unions holding a contract 
with the Company coujd have charged a breach of faith 
on the part of the Company. 


So far as the System Federation {s concerned the 
lilinois Central management makes no secret of its 
opposition for the reasons already mentioned. It re- 
fuses to be placed tn the position of giving any encour- 
agement, even by inference, that will lead its employés 
to believe it will recognize the Federation. Its hope 
that the thirty days’ notice would be given was to 
permit it to show the perniciousness and utter imprac- 
ticability of such a combination of employé:. Its 
position was as much in the interest of -the employés 
as the stockholders. It did not seek a strike. It was 
believed that the friendly feeling between the Company 
end employés would-not be thus broken. The strike 
might have been deferred temporarily but its effect at 
a later date might have caused more concern. 


It ean readily be seen that thie is net a fight of 
capital against labor. The Illinois Central was willing 
to fulfill its contracts with the unions. It be that

*‘Banty’’ Simple Folk Play 
with a World-Wide Appeal. 
By Burns Mantle. 


New York.—I[Special Correspondence.)—There was a bit of 
novelty injected into the local theatrical situation this week 
through the first appearance Tuesday night of a Scotch com- 
pany brought over to play a Scotch comedy called “ Bunty Pulls 
the Strings.” 

It is reported by the mimeograph that Lee Shubert, who is 
neither Scotch nor of Scotch ancestry, though as shrewd and 
canny as they make ’em, while he was abroad last year had 
his attention called to this “ Bunty” play as it was being done 
in London by its author, Graham Moffat, and a small company 
of Scotch players, mostly memberg of the Moffat family. Mr. 
Shubert saw it, and immediately became so charmed with its 
burry dialect and so impressed with its value as a novelty in 


this country that he made arrangements for the organization of: 


a second company and its importation. Then, impelled by an 
unselfish desire to let some one else share the glory and the 
profits, if any there should be, he permitted William A. Brady 


to bear a part of the expense. 

The result would seeme to justify Mr. Shubert’s judgment. 
“ Bunty” is. a simple little folk play with a world of appeal 
to sentimentalists of all nations. It suggests the gifted ama- 
teur in both its writing and its playing, but a sort of glorified 
amateurishness. It carries the sophisticated auditor back te 
the days when the illusion of the stage was still a fact, and 
when the people of the drama were as much flesh and biood te 
him as his seat neighbor. So faithfully and with such con- 
vineing effectiveness is the Scotch atmosphere preserved, in 
the costuming (the play being an incident of the hoop-skirted 
era), the setting, and the players, that one has that sense of 
actuality that follows the unfolding of a moving picture film. 

The story is too simple to tell, concerning no more than the 
diplomatic moves of Bunty Biggar, daughter of and house 
keeper for Tammas Biggar, a widower, an elder in the kirk, 
and an honored citizen in the village of Lintiehaugh. By apply- 
ing deftly the common sense with which she is gifted she saves 
her father from marrying a cross grained spinster who is looking 
for a home; helps him to a second romance with a sweetheart 
of his youth, and adjusts her own love affairs to the final satis- 
faction of a d@ull-witted but stout-hearted Weelum Sprunt. It 
is in its characterization and its simplicity that its charm lies.

Because she paints pictures, or wants to, and 
accepts as a subject worthy of her brush the dancing antics of 
a group of barelegged children (in the original it was a bare 
bodied lad of 4 years), the aunts agree she is approaching that 
age of sophistication when to be saved she either must marry 
or enter a convent. 

The man they select for her is, of course, the village fool. 
Rather than marry him she determines upon flight. To Paris 
she goes, and a week later, when her funds are low, she seeks 
shelter at the studio of an artist who had spent the summer 
at her aunt’s home and encouraged her artistic bent. Deposit- 
ing herself and her comedy luggage in the center of the room, 
she refuses to budge. If she is forced to budge she will prompt- 
ly jump into the river Follow the usual complications. The 
artist is obliged to «=» * . bed for her on the davenport. The 
aunts search for her, but cannot find her. She falls in love 
with the artist, thirty years her senior though he is, and he 
finds that she has performed as befits the mouselike ingénue 
and nibbied a°way into his heart as easily as she might have 
done were she indeed a mouse and he as big a section of cheese 
as the author suggests. In the end they confess thelr mutual 
attachment and she buries her snuggly head on bis broad, a bit 
shopworn, but still active breast. 


“The Never Homes” Fields’ Offering. 


Lew Fields’ contribution to the joys of the food and frivolity 
section this season is alive with girls, as usual. .“ The Never 
Hémes,” it is called, the title referring alike to ladies whe 
become enamored of politics and reglect their firesides and hus- 
bands who set them the exampie. Glen Macdonough wrote the 
book, which has something to do with the suffrage question, 
treated as a local irritation as well as a national itch. The 
women of Lilydale carry the town election and proceed to run 
things to suit themselves. Chorus girl policemen invade the 
force. Chorus girl mail carriers sipg serenades to chorus girl 
white wings, sweeping the pavements with carpet sweepers. 
There is a chorus lady fire department in flaming red. with 
George Monroe as the lady chief, and a real fire engine ia 
which-the girls make fudge and cook the chief's dinner.

The red-tighted laddies swarm ove the engine, some regular 
firemen dressed as suffragets bring on a team of reaf fire. horses, 
and the engine dashes across the stage.

business. 

I am a character sheik actress. Used todo 
other things. Aspired to leadgin my younger 
days, although I'm not so awfully old now. 
I’ve been at itfortwenty years. With theexz- 
ception of the first two cr three seasons, be- 
fore I tad gained a ‘ittle experience and 
some nerve, this has been the hardest year 
for me ln my career. 

I never got far up, compared with others, 
but I have drawn down at times §60 and #0» 
a week, and once—O, joyful day, so short!—

A SCHOOL OF CITIZENSHIP. 
Straight to the heart of our whole Ameri- 
ean problem, social and politicai, goes a 
movement which is to be inaugurated at a 
convention in Madison, Wis., Oct. 25. 
Amendment of laws—the betterment of 
politieal and social machinery—is neces- 
sary and beneficent. But back of all 
that, a condition precedent to all social or 


oping educated, alert, and efficient civic 
spirit. Public opinion must be definite, in- 
formed, easily mobilized, wakeful, if we 
are to have good government, if we are 
even to retain our free form of govern- 
ment. And it is this fundamental problem 
that the first national conference on civic 
and social center development is called to 
discuss. ss 
In a huge, widely spread, and hetero- 
geneous democracy such as ours, to devise 
ways of getting the people together for in- 
formation and debate is not easy. Yet we 
need in every community, in every neigh- 
borhood, something resembling the New 
England town meeting. We do not legis- 
late as the town meeting did; but we can 
and must gather to debate questions of com- 
mon interest and concern. To this end a 
movement is under way to make use of 
schoolhouses or specially appointed meet- 
ing places as civic centers where the peopie 
will frequently gather to listen, to discuss, 
and to plan. 
There can be no question that the attri- 
bute of modern democratic society which 
most needs strengthening in our American 
republic is civic sense—a persistent interest 
in our civic affairs, and a personal sense of 
responsibility for them. 
We must cease to look on politics as a 
game and on government as an irrelevancy. 
The average man must take an adult in- 
terest in both as matters of direct per- 
sonal concern. He cannot be induced to do 
so by telling him it is his duty or even that 
it is his interest, any more than he can be 
induced to go to see a play because it is “im- 
proving.” But politics was once the most 
exciting and entertaining thing in Ameri- 
can life, and while we should not be doing 
well to go back to the violent, unthinking 
partisanship of the old days, we should to 
return to their keen interest in political 
questions. 
The civic center, a school building or hall 
wherg neighbors can meet and do meet con- 
stantly to hear public men talk and to talk 
themselves, to hear their public servants 
report and to question them, to listen to 
explanations of public issues and move- 
ments and to learn how other communities 
or parties manage or mismanage their af- 
fairs from the handling of garbage up to 
the government of colonies—such civic cen- 
ters or schools of intelligent citizenship are 
greatly needed because they will bring pub- 
lic questions out of the dry element of print 
and make them warm with personal con 
tact. ’ 
Perhaps the truest democracy in history 
was that of the New England town. Let 
us preserve its virtues as far as we may 
in great cities, by the organization of civic 
centers. Now that we recognize the inevi- 
tability of the centralizing tendency, we 
ought to be all the more careful to preserve 
the vitality of the local spirit and to insure 
an intelligible and sensitive relation be- 
tween it and our great central! organism.

JOHN MARSHALL HARLAN. 


“Venerable man! You have come down 


has bounteously lengthened out your days ” 
—this slight paraphrase of the familiar 
words which Webster addressed to the gur- 
vivors ofthe battle of Bunker Hill at the 


in 1825 might be spoken over the body of 
John Marshall Harlan, associate justice for 
almost thirty-four years of the Supreme 
court of the United States. With few men 
has heaven been so bounteous of days and 
fortune, so bounteous of experience, Mr. 
Justice Harlan began his public career as a 
Whig, helped to hold Kentucky in the union, 
passed through the fiery ordeal of war, wit- 
nessed the difficult days of reconstruction, 
and for more than a generation took an 
aggressive and conspicuous part in the mold- 
ing of the national law and the national 
polity. 
If Justice Harlan felt a pang of disap- 
pointment—and it hardly could have been 
otherwise—at Mr. Justice White's promo- 
tion to the chief justiceship, nevertheless he 
must have felt that he had been unusually 
blessed by Providence. 
Only three justices have sat in the most 
powerful judicia] tribunal on earth for a 
longer term than Justice Harlan, who was 
appointed in 1877, and during these three 


notable and some epdéch-making cases. 
Among these was the opinion in Interstate 
Commerce Commission vs. Brimson, which 
explicitly affirmed the constitutionality of 
the interstate commerce act; the Notthern 
Securities case, and the Continental Wall 
Paper case, leading cases in the interpre- 
tation of the Sherman law. Both these 
great statutes Justice Harlan has been dis- 
posed to favor as legitimate exer¢ise 
of the federal power. In some of the chief 
eases affecting the question of secial reform 
he has been on the right side, supporting 
hour restriction laws in Holden vs. Hardy 
and Muller vs. Oregon, and dissenting in the 
egregious case of Lochner vs: New York. 
In the latter case he wrote a dissenting 
opinion supporting the eight hour law for 
bakers as an exercise of the police power, 
and as compared to the archaic individual- 
ism and narrow legalistic logic of Justice 
Peckham, his reasoning was marked by 
common sense, though it did not attain the 
philosophic breadth and foresight of Mr. 
Justice Holmes’ brief but significant dis- 
sent in that case. 
Justice Harlan was a man of great vigor 
and forthrightness of eharacter. He has 
been one of the best known of the justices 
of his time, a striking figure physically, 
hearty, full of sound convictions, on the 
whole in sympathy with the main tenden- 
cies of his time. He wWill not rank, as:one 
of the great justices, but he has been a good 
citizen. ) j

Now both occupy positions at the head of 
the musical life of Berlin, and Boston joins 
the rest of America in acclaiming Busoni as 
the greatest of the pianists and Nikisch as 
the foremost of all masters of orchestra. 

Nikisch, by the way, lives jn Leipsic and 
only visits Berlin every fortnight to conduct 
the Philharmonic concerts,, but no one in 
America knows that, or if they know it will 
not really believe it. Why, the American nat- 
urally asks, should any musician who aspires 
to fame, reside elsewhere than In the Amer- 
ican metropolis of music? Are there not 
80,000 Americans there every year spending 
their good money for music lessons and con- 
certs and opera performances? 

Doubtless this peculiar phase of the Amer- 
foan musical mind was carefully considered 
by Mr. Ganz and Mr. Godowsky when they 
removed thither- from Chicago. Here we 
were glad to recognize them both as planists 
of distingwished attainments and teachers of 
ability. “But could Chicago, with only 10,000 
or 15,000 music students, hope to compete 
with Berlin and its 30,000 Americans, easily 
the most important faction, financially speak. 
ing, of the great student body of that city? 
Chicago could not, as the event proved. 

These incidents are not mentioned here in 
a spirit of fault finding. It is of little avai) 
to argue against existing conditions, which 
are as they are because the majority of peo- 
ple interested believe they should be. fBut 
patriotic Americans should proudly assert « 
their share m the present artistic glory of 
Berlin. Our thoroughly likable German cous- 
ins should not be permitted to have all the 
honor. Have we not sent Berlin many of her 
most distinguished artists, not to mentiona 
host of lesser lights? What if we did not at | 
first fully recognize their merits? Is it our 
fault that the artistic halos of Nikisch, Bu- 
soni. Godowsky, and Ganz glow more bright- 
ly in the especially prepared “ atmosphere ™ 
of Berlin? At least we have done our part 
toward honoring them, now that the way has 
been shown us by eur more sophisticated fel- 
low citizens who dwell habitually in that

High in the Diplomatic Service.

WoO former Chicagoans were here lately 
unheralded and—one might say—unh- 
sung. One was Col. Charles Page 
Bryan, who has recently been pro- 
moted from being‘United States min- 
ister to Belgium to the post of United States 
ambassador toJapan. The other was Hunt- 
ington Wilson, now first assistant secretary 
of state. Both are born and bred Chicago- 
ans, though they have been here little for 
many years. Col. Bryan's father, the late 
Thomas B. Bryan, was one of our important 
and cofispicuous citizens during his long life. 

He s associated with many public enter- 
pris€s, the closing one of his carcer ‘heing 
the World’s fair of 1808. He wus one of the 
vice presidents of that undertaking and ac- 
tive in its organization and conduct. The 
Bryan house—a delightful, old fashioned 
place at Elmhurst—was one of the chief ren- 
dezvous for the many nojed foreigners who 
were here before and during the fair. 

The Bryan place—” Byrd's Nest,"" as it is 
called—is one of the oldest and certainly 
quite the most picturesque in the necighbor- 
hood of Chicago. [It locks as if it had been 
bodily transplanted from Virginia, and has 
an air of tradition and old time elegance and 
distinction impossible to acquire by money 
er art. 

Ccl. Bryan’s military title came to him 
many years ago through his organizing a 
regiment in the lllinois statemilitia. He was 
eo interested in getting men of the finest 
physique and of good stature for this regi- 
ment that once when dining at the Arthur 
Catons., where the butler and his aids were 
all exceptionally tall, well built men. Col. 
Bryan proceeded after dinner to enlist them 
in his regiment. _ 

He is also entitled to the courtesy title of 
judge, as he was elected to the state judi- 
ciary in Colorado, where he lived for a short 


time in his 20s. .

His 
initial appointment, given by the late Pres!- 
dent McKinley, was to China. But before he 
had time to face westward (that Chinese 
mission seems fateful!) bis appointment was 
canceled and he was scent to Brasil inetead.

President Roosevelt sent him from Rio to 
Lisbon, where he also was greatly liked.

Their home—a fine old Portuguese palace— 
was cone of the most attractive in Lisbon. 
From there they went less than two years 
ago to Brussels and again kept open house in 
a charming and stately Belgian “ palais '’"~— 
or “ hotel,”’ as they call them over there. Of 
course, it is a distinct promotion for a minis- 
ter to be made ambasador, and Japan is, fur- 
thermore, a post of increasing importance.

Charles Merz First Smashes Nazzaro’s 
Old Mark, Then Herrick in National

| GOSSIP OF HARNESS HORSES ' 


C.K. G. Billings, Oveer of Cham- 
pions, Keen Horseman. 


SADDLERS MEET WITH FAVOR 


New Yorker. Shows Arab Stallion 
Which Is Real Beauty. 


‘BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Cc. K. G. Billings, who owns two champion 
trotters in Uhlan and Lou Dillion each of 
which has a record better than 1:59, ls an 
all @round horseman. He has driven his 
trotters and@ his pacers tc many top marks 
to wagon, holds the record for trotting pairs 
with The Monk and Equity, which he drove 
to the pole in 2;07%, and he likewise is su- 
preme in the matter of saddle work with har- 
nese horses, taking down the trotting honors 
with Charley Mac and those for pacers with 
Greenline, 

Of late years Mr. Billings has given a great 
dea! of attention te riding, ana, believing 
the American trotter as « breed te be the 
best under saddle as well as in harness, he 
has put together a string of riding horses 
every one of which has a trotting record 
better than 2:16 With them he has demon- 
strated that the trotter ie the best walk, 
tro., and canter horse in the world; and In- 
cidentally done a lot to show other lovers of 
saddlers that the “ rocking chair horse ”’ 
with a lot of jig time, two step, and teetering 
moves on tap will not sult the average man 
as wel, as the walk, trot, and canter nag. 
During the recent Lexington trotting meet- 
ing Mr Billings sent to the Kentucky town 
in the cap that took Uhlan to the blue grass 
country a number of his saddle horses 


Billings Drives an Arab. 

Among the lot was about the most beautiful 
saddle stallion I ever saw. He is a dapple 
gray, his contour is about perfect, and he 
carries a head that for individuality, com- 
bined with good looks and absolute fidelity 
to the best artistic models of a horse’s head, 
is & long way superior to anything I have 
noted during a long experience at horse’shows. 
As for the eyes of the gray stallion, one 
would have to filch from the poets to de- 
scribe them. They are exactly the right 
size, which is about the hardest thing to find 
in a horse, and they are at once lustrous, 
alert, and kindly, A horseman instinctively 
would walk up to the Billings mount with 
none of the caution. displayed by men of 
sense when approaching an entire horse to 
which they are strangers, and the confidence 
would not be misplaced. There is not a 
wrong move or.a mean look in the Billings 
horse, and as a type he is perfect. 

* There is a real Arab,'’ said Mr. Billings, 
“and he is the first and only one I ever saw 
that not only looks lke the pictures of the 
Arab horses we ued to see in the books, but 
also has all the good qualities that were so 
graphically described in the old time yarns 
about the steeds of the desert. He isa gentle- 
man through and through; a horse of re- 
markable intelligence, wonderfully strong, 
agiie as a cat, and without a trace of the 
sort of nervousness that makes some horses 
unpleasant to handk. 


Horse Shows Intelligence. 

“When such incidents happen, as they 
must where one Is riding a good deal, thir 
stallion simply stops and takes a good look 
at things. Then he goes on as usual. I had 
seen a good many Arabs before this fellow 
cam® across my path, and cannot say * wes 
much impressed with them. 

‘“‘ How did I get him? Well, one day, riding 
in Central park, New York, I saw this stel- 
lion: One look convinced me he was a horse 
I wanted... The man riding him said he was 
for sale; that he was owned by an Armenian 
who had imported him. I was told the price 
wanted and closed the deal at once. Since 
owning the stallion I have been’ more than 
pleased with him, and must say that, while I 
previously have not seriously entertained 
the idea that Arabs were high cless for sad- 
dle work, this particular one is a jewel. 

“What is bis name? Well, possibly you 
ean tell when you read the pedigree that 
came with him.

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| Description of : the New Safety Type Biplanes. | 30,000 Workers 


By WILLIAM B. STOUT. 


N nearly half of the aeroneutical acci- 
dents of the last month which have re- 
sulted fatally the death of the aviator 
has been due largely to the wrong loca- 
tion of the motor directly behind the 

pilot. 

In our own country two men were killed 
in one day—Tony Castellane at- Mansfield, 
Pa., and Frank H. Miller at Troy, O.—the 
motor falling on the aviator in both cases, 
crushing out his life. Lieut. Cammel of Eng- 
land was killed, at Hendon, near London, oa 
Sept. 17 in a somewhat similar manner. 

Whether the motor position was entirely the 
cause of death in each case will never be 
known, but enough has already happened to 
point out the greater safety of machtnes with 
the motor in front of the aviator, provided 
the proper fire precautions are taken. In 
nearly all monoplane types the motor is lo- 
cated in front, and even though there are 
mrore spills with monoplanes then with bi- 
planes, th® danger is not so great with each 
spill. If the aviator be strapped in his seat 
he is fairly safe in having framework to pro- 
tect and break his fall in case of accident 
and has his motor where it cannot easily 
alight on him. 

In developing biplanes most of the makers 
struck out on different lines from the mono- 
plane makers and put the propeller and like- 
wise the motor behind the main. planes. This, 
in order to maintain balance, necessitated 
putting the aviator in front, so that there, 
until lately, he had to stay, taking his 
chances, the biplane being more stable than 


fuselage construction of 
steel, strong and efficient, though ungainly 
in appearance. At the back he placed an 
empennage much like that of Santos Du- 
mont’s demoiselle, but larger of course, 
mounted on a universal joint. 

The wings were long and narrow, having, as 
engineers would say, a high “ aspect ratio” 
—a high ratio of width to length. Each wing 
he trussed to the fuselage separate, as he 
gaid, “‘ like a double monoplane,” this allow- 
ing him to get along with only one set of ver- 
tical struts between the wings. This cut 
down the ‘head’ resistance and added to 
the speed and lifting power. The French 
army has some fifteen of these machines in 
service how, they have fidwn with twelve 
passenge and no other machine has car- 
ried more than its own weight in passengers 
unless it be Roger Sommers’ great “ bus.” 
This Breguet has®* been fitted with almost 
every prominent motor from time to time, 
from the little Anzani to the big Gnome, and 
always with success. The motor is in front, 
of course, and the propeller known as & 
“ tractor screw.’’ 

Slightly resembling the Goupy is the Zodiac 
biplane shown in the drawing. 

This is of the motor in front type, the motor 
being under the round hood or nose at the 
front. The propelier can be seen at the ex- 
treme front. In the Zodiac the main wings 
are narrow and are so arranged that they can 
be removed ina few minutes so the machine 
can be transported over the roads for military

and other engine front types Mes in the large 
propeller placed high and connected to ths 
engine by a short chain. This enables the 
motor to be inclosed except for the tops of the 
cylinders, and with the large slow moving 
propeller a greater pull is obteined for the 
same motor power. 

The single skid idea is a good one, too, the 
wheels acting merely as stabilizers in land 
ing. This part is suggestive of the Nieuport. 
The fuselage is inclosed as in most of this 
type. , 

The Billing biplane, an English product, 
lately flying at the Brooklands Aerodrome, 
while. an experimental machine has some 
good performances to its credit.

The motor in this case is uninclosed and 
supported from the skids on separate frame- 
work. The fuselage is left open, as inclosing 
so big a section would mean trouble in side 
winds. The wings are deep and wide with a 
fairly deep curve so that this mount is more 
for carrying power than speed. 

The landing skids are Farman through- 
out. An E. N. V. eight cylinder “* Vee” type 
motor is fitted. 

The chief disadvantage is in the much ob- 
structed view of the pilot when in the air, as 
the wings are directly beneath him, though 
this is a far less disadvantage than having 
a motor behind. 

The Avro biplane is another English prod- 
uct from Brooklands and is developed from 
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the monoplane and better controlled, so that 
he felt fairly safe. But with development 
we are coming to high speeds, and this means 
greater danger in landing, and thus more 
likelihood of bad shock and catapulted en-

Extraordinary though it ‘may seem, patent 
rights have been granted in England for an 
improvedairship which will | 
be invisible, says the London Invisible 
Standard, Though the im- Airship New 
proved airship is to be much 
longer than the leviathan Invention. 
liner Olympic. yet at a height of 1,500 feet 
it will be detected with the greatest difficulty, 
and at’ 3,000 feet it will be absolutely invisi- 
bie, though less than a mile away. When an 
aeroplane is a mile away, it must be remem- 
bered, the buzz of the engines can be heard, 
so that were no attention devoted to the mo- 
tors the whereabouts of the novel vessel itself 
was invisible. But silencing devices now com- 
mon with best motor cars will be utilized for 
the engines, thus assisting the designer in 


his scheme for the production of an airship 


capable of complete sel’-obliteration. 

The inventor is Baron Adam Roenne, well 
known in England as an airship and naval! 
engineer. The main principle upon which 
the invention is based is the equalization of 
light and shade. The cover or envelope of 
the airship is made of chromium. a meta! 
possessing a highly-polished surface, which 
is perpetually retained by a covering of 
transparent varnish. Therefore the metal is 
equivalent to a mirror, and it is by reflection 
that the invisibility is obtained. So that 
there will be no recurring shade shown on 
the bottom of the keel, this will taper-to a 
point. By this means the airship will always 
take the color of its surrounding elements, 
and be invisible. The device has been sub- 
mitted by the inventor to the officials at 
Greenwich observawry, whotwdeciare that it 
is thoroughly scientific, and certainly prac- 


ticable.

I mas 
surprised to find that the only clays entirely 
suitable for this purpose were those imported 
from Germany. Adil our excellent American 
clays and kaolins lacked plasticity and tem- 
-pering quality, and would quickly fall to 
pieces in the high temperatures of the meta!- 
lurgist’s furnace. I read ever} thing I.could 
find onthe subject, but failed to find any 
explanation of why in nature we find two 
clays almost identical in chemical] composi- 
yrs but widely different in physical proper- 
My reading, investigation, and experiments 
finally brought me to this starting Point—that 
residual clays were generally of bw plas- 
ticity, while sedimentary clays were of the 
highest. 
It could ndt be that the simple suspension 


_ in water while being carried to the final rest- 


ing place caused this Phenomena. It looked 
as if some foreign matter in the Water was 
the cause. The most likely agents would be 
organic substances washed into the water 
from the forests. I began experimenting on 
this theory and after a number of tests 
with various things found that. gallotannic 
acid reduced the amount of water required to 
produce the desired fluidity and that the ten- 
sije strength and plasticity were thereby 
increased. Subsequent tests by myself and 
others proved that by this method I could 
produce a clay equa! to the best that could 
be mined or imported.

built with bricks at Babylon? I recollected, 
however, a passage in the scriptures (Exo- 
dus V.) which relates the Egyptian cus- 
tom of using straw in making bricks, and 
how that the Israelites were compeiled to 
use stubble instead. Hitherto commenta- 
tors have supposed that the straw was used 
as a binder, despite that few worse binders 
could be found. More reasonably might we 
assume that an infusion of the straw was 
mixed with the clay to improve its working 
qualities. 

Convinced that this was the correct ex- 
planation, I boiled some straw for severa! 
hours and mixed the resulting liquor with 
some ordinary bed clay, thereby réaiizing 
precisely the same advantages as with the 
tannin solution. This simple fact that an 
infusion of organic matter will promote the 
solution of an inorganic substance is of vast 
importance in several branches of science. 

Now it seems to me that there is an oppor- 
tunity here for the worker who is wondering 
what to take up. In the Bible and many 
other ancient writings theré are passages we 
have thought or been taught to regard as 
symbolical which may contain the solution of 
all the lost arts. Take, for instance, “ oj] 
on the troubled waters.’’ Accident revealed 
its practical significance.

I 
came to this country from Ger- 
many When I was 17 years old. I 
didn’t know a word of English and my work 
was such it gave me no chance to learn. I 
would have kept on as I was, a sweatshop 
drudge, without any chance to develop suffi- 
clently to make a man of myself. But some 
one tokd me of the night schools, and I at- 
tended three years. For what success I have 
made I have, largely, to thank the night 
schools. They are a wonderfulthing. There 
is nothing like them abroad. Without them 
the poor foreigner would never havea chance 
to get on here as well as he does. I gay, 
*God bless the night school.’ ” 

A thousand verses of this song might be 
written; a chorus would sing them. But the 
pean of praise does not come from the for- 
eigner alone. One-half the attendance in 
Chicago night schools is of the Chicago born, 
The technical courses have proved a great 
assistance to the day worker in the city. 
Their scope is wide. The small boy who has 
been forced to help @arn a living for the 
widowed mother and the mechanic who finds 
himself barred from progress by his own 
expertness work side by side. 

The small wage earner may be a delivery 
boy In a grocery. He knows his employment 
offers him little if any chance for promotion. 
Aside from the pittance his work brings he 
derives practically no benefit. So he goes 
to night school to study some technical 
course. After two or three years of this 
work he has fitted himself to take employ- 
ment in his chosen field. 
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x 
Wider Field Opened to Him. 

With the mechanic the school gives a 

ohance to broaden out. Hels already mak- 
int a good living, but his employers’ will not 
allow him to change from the lathe or ma- 
chine on which he works. He is so expert 
they would lose money if they allowed him 
to begin at something else. They keep him 
where he is, and he is in danger of becoming 
a one-piece man. To him the night school 
offers a chance to gain expertness on other 
machines and to round out his technical train- 
ing. 
The fact that 10,000 more night students 
are expected this year than last shows the 
influence of the institution. The early en- 
roliments indicate this increase, or a total 
of 30.000. The attendance, of course, is 
from the parts of the city where the poorer 
people are crowded together. The Italians, 
Polish. Greeks, Russian Jews, and various 
Austfian peoples form the bulk of the foreign 
element. These are the newest races In Chi- 
cago. They cannot depend on ménfbers of 
their own families or on friends for English, 
as none speak with any fluency. The schools 
accessible to the foreigners have large night 
classes. 

The men are employed in the stock yards, 
in factories, on track work, and other employ- 
ments that do not require English. The 
factories furnish a large number of Ameri- 
cans. Women also attend, learning sew- 
ing, cooking, and mflinery work. The 
courses are about equally divided between 
lectures and laboratory. The courses in- 
clude commercial! subjects, manual! training, 
and practical! industrial branches,

When he began hé 
was a “tow” for one of the traction com- 
panies. He has now gone to Oregon and is 
successfully conducting an electrical business 
for himeelf. 

* There is no place for the specialist out- 
side of his specialty,” is an axiom in the 
present day specialized American business 
world. The Chicago board of education, real- 
izing thie truism, endeavors in the night 
school courses to give instruction in spe- 
clal. subjects which will be of assistance 
to persons employed fn the trades or in 
offices—electricians, chemists, carpenters, 
bookkKeepers, stenographers, etc. 

The machine shop offers perhaps the most 
practical means of study for rapid improve- 
ment. A young man working on a big 
planer in one of the night schools was asked 
whether he was an expert machinist. 

“Well, yes and no. I never worked on 
a planer before coming to this school, but 
I am an expert on the engine lathe. I have 
been with the Blank company for six years, 
and I am so fast that they will not allow me 
to use any of the other machines. They 
say it does not pay them, but I am anxious 
to become anall ronnd machinist, and I came 
to this school to get a broad knowledge of 
the machines used in the trade. I intend to 
keep on here until I have carefully studied 
and handled every machine in the shop.’’

Monotony Dread of All. 

There are many other similar instances of 
men who are so expert in handJing certain 
machines that the firms for which they work 
will not allow them the opportunity to be- 
come proficient in handling others. These 
men, dreading the monotony of working day 
after day, year in and year out, on one ma- 
chine, with no possibility of an increase in 
wages, turn to the night echool for exper!l- 
ence in handling other machines. 

The electrical course is of practical benefit 
to workers.

“ What did you think of E. H. Gary’s theory 
that the national government may ultimate- 
ly be required to regulate the prices of manu- 
factured products?” 

“I was appalled, entirely anprepared, to 
hear that the head of the United States Steel 
corporation should be in perfect accord with 
Victor Berger, the Milwaukee Socialist. Fur- 
thermore, Berger unhesitatingly admits thas 
euch is the case. In a colloquy with me on 
the floor of the house of representatives he 
declared that he was no more hostile to the 
creation of trusts than he was to the Missis- 
sippi river, or to anything else, as he ex- 
pressed, * that is the natural] outcome of con- 
ditions." The fixing of prices by the govern- 
ment, he asserted, would be’ a first step ’ to- 
ward ‘ the national ownership of the trusts.’ 

“Whenever the government establishes 
prices for the products of a corporation it will 
of necessity be compelled to imit the prices 
which the corporation pays for material and 
labor. Ownership would certainly follow. 
Instead af governmental management of the 
the probability of such action the presence 
trusts—as monopolistic corporations are 
termed—for the benefit of the men who own 
the trusts we should have, b ythe demand of 
the people, governmental ownership of the 
trusts and the distribution of the profits to 
the public either in a reduction of prices or 
of taxes. The Socialists go no further. 

e% 
Joker in Government Control. 

“ Apparently men like Gary and Berger are, 
up to a certain point, in agreement. But it 
may be asked: ‘ Do the capitalists who say 
they think the government should regulate 
prices actually believe they themselves would 
be required to surrender that power?’ Leave 
Judge Gary out of the matter. He is not, in 
my mind, I want to be impersonal., 

“ Asan investigator of the steel corporation 
I must remember that my position is in part 
judicial. Isn't it possible, then, and the 
question applies to no individual, that such 
captains of indusry as advocate government 
control of prices believe they can control the 
government? And controlling the govern- 
ment by their nearness to the seats of the 
mighty fix prices as heretofore? No; the reg- 
ulation of prices would mot end the evils about 
which there is so much complaint. It would 
lead to Socialism, as I huve said, or a govern- 
ment dominated by centralized capital. Iam 
an individualist I believe in competition. 
Business is for man and not for the etate. 

Competition Temporarily Suspended. 

* Competition, it fs true, has been tempor- 
arily suspended. Men say that the law of 
supply and demand is obsolete, that old con- 
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ditions have passed away and that the cus- 
tom san dexperiences of centuries are value- 
less in the twentieth century. 

“ As well might it be declared that the law 
of gravity has gone out of fashion. The law 
of supply and demand is as irrevocable as 
the law that governs the circulation of the 
blood or the system by which the planets 
move. I admit that for the time being it 
isn’t working. Conditions are unnatural. 
The shock In consequence is felt in all kinds 
of business. 

“ Competition has been halted In the past. 
Monopolies are not a new invention. Queen 


‘Elizabeth gave exclusive privileges to her 


generals and courtiers and they 6014 them to 
merchants and others, Prices went«p and 
Hume says ‘ severe restraint’ (the word, you 
gee, is 014) ‘ was put upon trade and industry.’ 

“Monopolists controlled salt, tron, steel, 
leather, cloth, coal, wood, glass, yarn, paper, 
and’ beer. When the list was read in the 
house of commons a member arose and asked 
¢Is not bread in the number? 

“ What, in your opinion, brought about the 
business depression of 19077" 

“Tt wag worked up to scare President 
Roose#elt and to eliminate certain bankers 
in New York. The conspirators intended to 
start a painful stringency. Instead, they 
caused a fearful panic.”

Test of Your Selling Ability. 


By T. K. HEDRICK. 


HRICE has he girdled the globe in his 

chosen career, this veteran and suc- 

cessful salesman, and, though “ veter 

an ”’ in experience, he is yet young in 

years, or, to be more accurate, young in 
vigor and ability. Powerful of mind and 
physique, healthy, well poised, morally sound, 
possessing an agreeable “‘ presence’’ ' and 
trained in the arts of speech and gesture, he 
is well equipped by nature and education for 
his profession, and of years he takes no count. 
His age is problematical—he may be 40 or 50— 
it doesn't matter. He is‘a successful sales- 
man. He has sold stocks, bonds, insurance, 
patents, lands—everything legitimately sal- 
able—and his words relative to the profession 
are worthy of attention. 

* What is the secret of successful sales- 
manship?"’ he was asked. .The question 
seémed te amuse him. “ There is no ‘ se- 
cret\,” he replied, smiling, “Dut there are 
many requisites. If a man posséss these requl- 
sites he will become a successful salesman; 
if mot, he would better try a trade. But, for 
that matter, every man must be something 
of a salesman if he is a worker, for he hasa 
commodity to sell—his labor or services. And 
if he ig to succeed his first step toward suc- 
cess consists in selling this commodity ad- 
vantageously. 

* However, I can only generalize as to other 
trades and professions than my awn. As to 
that maybeI can give you something definite. 

x * 
First Step Toward Success. 

* As I said before, the first step toward suc- 
cess in any line of work consists in the ad- 
vantageous sale of one’s own services, and 
this applies to those who make a business of 
gelling. There is, perhaps, a greater demand 
for ealesmen than for any other form of 
labor. Nearly every line of business re- 
quires salesmen—the ‘ salesmen wanted ’ col- 
umns of the newspapers are expressive of 
this universal demand. And almost anybody 
ean get a job—of & sort—at selling something, 
or trying to. 

“ The majority of these jobs are offered on 
a commission basis, and those who offer them 
put forward the plausible argument that if a 
man is a good salesman he can make as much 
or more money on commissions than he could 
on @ salary. Theoretically this is true, but 
actually it does not always work out. And 
the employers are not quite candid in the 
reasons they give for offering a commission 
in lieu of a salary. The real reason is that 
on the former basis they risk little, if any- 
thing, against the prospective salesman's 
time, expenses, and energy. They have the 
man's services at his own expense, and if he 
sells their Commodities they profit; if not, 
they lose nothing. 

‘* Many legitimate enterprises employ men 
on the commission plan, but so do nearly all 
the illegitimate ones. And a thoroughly re- 
liable institution will not hesitate to pledge 
a salary, or at least a drawing account, toa 
salesman who can demonstrate that he is in 
earnest and has ability. And the way to 
prove this is in making the first sale—that of 
his services to the persons who employ bim. 

=« * 
Selling Services Hardest Sale. 

“This will be the most difficult sale that 
he will be called upon to make, provided that 
what be subsequently has to sell is at all 
worthy. If he manages to make it on good 
terms both he and his employers are to be 
congratulated. He has demonstrated his 
abilities at the outset; has acquired the confi- 
dence of his employers and igspired himseif 
with the moral courage that comes from as- 
surance of safety and the knowledge that 
he has the ability to convince others. 

“The tremendous importance of this first 
sale cannot be overestimated. To make it on 
desirable terms is convincing proof that the 


. applicant has grit, determination; persua- 


siveness, and a just appreciation of his own 
merits and requirements—qualities absolute- 
ly essential to success in selling. The house 
engaging such a man need have no fear but 
that he will be a profitable investment for 
them. 

“ But why should a salesman of such pow- 
ers require a guarantee? Knowing that he 
possesses them, why should he besitate to 
work on @ commission? I have given some 
of the reasons—the first one is that he dem- 


onstrates his worth to himseli and his em- 
ployers. Another is that in this age of tom- 
petition sales of all kinds are apt to be * slow.’ 
It is not possible to rush the average buyer 
off his feet and persuade him to buy imme- 
diately even a commodity of prover worth. 
x * 
Guarantee Proof of Confidence. 

“And then, to secure such a guarantee 
proves to him the good faith of his employ- 
ers, and inspires him with thetr confidence in 
what he has to sell. They take equal risks 
with him. Almost any legitimate concern will 
make this arrangement, if it is properly in- 
sisted upon. They will offer the commis- 
sion first, as they take-no risk in so doing. 
But they will meet the man half wey. who 
demands a guarantee, knowing by experi- 
ence that such a man is worth it. 

‘As an {tlustration of the moral effect of 
the two hases,' I'll tél! you a little episods 
that came under my notice in San Pran- 
cisco, a few years ago. I was selling real 
estate then and chanced to be in a remote 
part of the city one evening, when I stopped 
in front of a modest cottage to ask direc- 
tions of a woman seated on a porch. I 
had received my directions and wag en- 
gaged in fixing up some part of the har- 
ness (I was driving) in front of the cot- 
tage, when a man—the husband of the 
woman he proved to be—lounged wearily up 
the steps, and I could not help but overhear 
their conversation. 

‘The woman asked him how he had made 
out, and he answered in a dreary, discour- 
aged tone that he had done nothing—had 
been put off again by some one who had 
been promising to take an insurance policy. 
This seemed to arouse the woman and she 
said, with some asperity: ‘ Well, John, it 
seems strange to me that you are trying to 
insure other people, and yet you are not able 
to insure your family a decent living. You 
are representing one of the biggest and best 
companies in the country, but you have not 
persuaded it to insure you your living ex- 
pense. You ought to get a—guarantee of 
a living wage at least.” I could not resist 
the temptation to applaud that little woman, 
and turning to the man I told him that his 
wife had given him the safest and soundest 
advice that a salesman could have. He took 
my remarks good naturedly and promised 
that he would ‘see what he could do.’ 

~ 
Wife's Advice His Making. 

“A few months later I met this man ina 
downtown hotel, and should not have recog- 
nized him in the cheerful, well dressed per- 
son that he had come to be had he not re- 
called the circumstances of our first meeting. 
He told me that he had acted next day on 
his wife's advice, and had a strenuous half- 
hour's séance with his employers, who finally 
had agreed to give hini what he asked. In- 
spired with this success, and with confidence 
in his own powers, he had gone out and 
rounded up a lot of business that had been 
delayed for many weeks, He had becomea 
successful salesman. 

“ Now it pleases me to lead a more or less 
nomadic existence, and yet I am never in 
want of a good position and always demand 
a drawing account. I have some vigorous 
tilts with my employers at first, but always 
hold out for my guarantee—and get it. I 
get a commission, too. I never engage with 
any but reputable concerns, though in an- 
swering advertisements I often run into the 
other kind. These invariably offer liberal 
commissions and offer the stereotyped argu- 
ment that a good salesman should not re- 
quire more, often becoming quite heated 
when I present my side of the case. And I 
find that my insistence is a pretty safe touch- 
stone of the merits of the proposition. A 
questionable concern will not, as a rule, 
make a guarantee of any sort to the sales- 
man, leaving him to bear the brunt of ex- 
nense and opprobrium. 

“ Thousands of men out of employment are 
lured annually into engaging to represent 
such firms by the enticements of liberal com- 
missions, and unwittingly bécome partners 
to victimizing the public, whereas if they 
held out for a just recognition of their own 
worth they might be delayed a littlein secur- 
ing employment, but would be assured a 
respectable porition finally.

Farm experience, where the day's work is 
longer than the daylight hours, showed itself 
in the rapidity with which Tom made the 
necessary repairs.

The milkman agreed with him that 
one man sized breakfast would be fair 
recompense for ‘honest labor and suggested 
that Tom ride with him while he finished hig 
route, after which they would eat.

That morning when he finished 
his route, instead of going downtown or t

While from one stand- 
point it may be perfectly true that “ Honest7 
is the best policy,” yet does it ngt offer the 
suggestion that there is another ‘policy to 


pursue? Whereas, asa matter of fact, hon- 


esty is the only policy. “Don’t put off until 
tomorrow what you can do today ’’ was prob- 
ably intended as a cure for procrastination; 
but surely the better plan would be to put 
off until tomorrow or until next year any- 
thing that can afford to wait, and do todajz 
only those things that need today's attention.

nish him an assistant to cover his route. But 
he didn't let the customers forget that he 
was the man they were doing business with. 
Not a bit of it. All his waking hours were 
spent in doing one of two things—delivering 
milk or calling on the people he delivered 
it to. 


Suddenly Adams, the owner of the milk” 


company, woke up. Marion was too valua- 
ble a man to be delivering milk—he could 
get business. Let him. So from that time 
on Tom spent all his time calling on the 
milk users and making them use the concern’s 
milk. 

In exactly seven years from the day he 
first went to work in Indianapolis, Tom Ma- 
rion Owned a one-third interest in the com- 
pany. That day he started out four bright, 
ambitious young chaps to solicit milk busi- 
ness. The milk merchants’ league gasped 
with surprise and the tune was that old, 
old chorus we're all so familiar with, “It 
can’t be done.”” But Tom knew better~— 
it had been done—he’d made new milk ac- 
counts himself and so could the men he 
was sending out. And they did—did to the 
‘tune that in less than a year his concern 
was the largest individual milk dealer in 
the city—and ‘long about this #me Tom 
Marion came into possession of enough stock 
to give him a half interest in the company. 

The day that he realized that the company 
was the largest—when he looked at his com- 
petitors and saw the balance of the milk 
business divided up among fifty more or 
less insignificant dealers—well, right then 
and there he saw the chance to make a com- 
bination—saw the chance and took it.

Sells Stock at Half. 

A meeting was immediately called, but mat- 
ters could not be brought.to a head. The 
fifty small dealers felt that just as long as 
they could get milk they could sell it and 
for various other reasons refused to come in. 

Just about this time the government in- 
spectors were waging war upon diseased 
milch cows—the papers had taken it up and 
were full of the particulars. Headlines in 
the evening papers and tne fact that no 


one had been able up to that time to get - 


the dairymen to contract for their outpyt of 
milk made a combination that set Tom think- 
ing. The result of his thoughts made the 
bell of the leading insurance man in Indlan- 
apolis—representative of a company noted 
for taking risks on anything if the premium 
were long enough—ring long and loudly that 
_evening. When the idea was broached, it 
sounded like an invitation to laugh. Insur- 
ance against cow diseases. Nonsense. Rub- 
bish. Who ever heard of such a thing. No 
company would issue.such a policy: But 
they did and the premium was large. 
Tom's representatives, using the dairy- 
men’s fear of luss by diseased cattle as a 
leverage and the high prices offered for milk 
as an inducement, secured exclusive supply 
contracts everywhere they turned.

~@B agreement had been signed by which the 
>. biggest milk merger of the country had been 
formed and authorities agree that that one 
day’s work has done more to better dairy con- 
ditions, milk quality, and delivery than any 
other one cause. It was the starting point 
of a movement which has since become nation 
wide.

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'U. S. Issues Useful Guides for the Homeseeker. 


n these times when residents of the larger 
cities are turning their thoughts to farms 
and farming, probably in sections of the 
country far removed from them, the topo- 
graphical maps of the United States geo- 

logical survey should attract their attentions. 

Last year the survey distributed a total of 
600,000 of these “‘quadrangie” maps. ef which 
a total of 478,737 were sold for haré oasb. 
But if the utility of these topographical maps 
were known to the public, 6,000,000 of them 
easily might have beén sought by the general 
public as general purpo maps, carrying 
with them in minutest detail the contours of 
the land and water areas, together with 
roads, streets, houses, churches, school- 
houses, brooks, creeks, streams, fords, dams, 
and a score of other man-made and nature- 
formed characteristics of a particular‘ quad- 
rangle.”’ 

At the present time the states of Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Rhode 
Isiand, Meryland, and the District of Colum- 
bia have been thoroughly seurveyed and 
mapped by the survey. Of the remainder of 
the states, all but five of them khave been 
mapped to one-tenth and more of the states’ 
ereas, and every year from 25,000 10 20,000 
acres are brought in under survey and maps 
issued for the several quadrangles of the 
several scales of measurements. 

What is this “ topographical quadrangle ” 
map? 

* x 
All the Same Size. 

Eacn of them, no matter what the scale of 
miles, measures about 17 by 2 inches, 
printed upon heavy calendered paper on one 
side, and on the obverse side descriptive 
text and the signs manual marking any one 
of the sixty-two topographical character- 
istics which may appear upon the mapped 
area. 

There are three “‘ quadrangle types” of 
maps, ‘and when the work of the survey 
finally is completed the whole 2,974,000 square 
miles of the United States mainland will have 
been surveyed and mapped, the tota) sheets 
probably numbering more than 8,000 indi- 
vidual quadrangles. 

In the more settled states the quadrangle 
map measures 15 minutes of latitude by 15 
minutes of longitude, or approximately a 
quadrangle teventeen miles wide from east 
to west and twenty miles from north to 
south. In these “15 minute” quadrangies 
the map scale is one tnch to each mile, and. 
as they are executed in fine lines they allow 
of an immense amount of detail. 

jn the intermediary settled sections of the 
state the “30 minute’ quadrangle is used. 
and to sécure the uniformity of map sizes 
the scale is two miles to the inch. In the 
western arid regions the “1 degree "’ map 
is used, which brings the scale four miles 
to the inch. In these sections, however, with 
sparse population and few artificia)] land- 
Marks necessary, even the four mile scale 
serves its purpose fully. 

For the general purpose of printing these

maps that they may be read quickly and 
intelligently, black, brown, blue, and green 
shadingw are used. A black line on @ map 
indicates something which has been estmab- 
lished artificially by man—as a country road, 
railroad, ford, farmhouse, church, school- 
house, dam, ferry, wharf, and like com 
munity improvements, 
x ** 
Brown Lines Show Contour. 

As showing the contour of the country, its 
hills, ridges, cliffs, and low and level lands, 
lines of brown are traced in varying thick- 
nesses of line, the heaviest brown line in a 
quadrangle indicating the highest altitude 
and carrying its number of feet above the 

“level of the sea. - 

All waters, whether in rivers, lakes, or 
ponds, are shown in blue. Where woodlands 
occur the shading is green. 


That some indication of the quadrangle 
map of the geological survey may be approx- 
imated the “ Evanston quadrangle "’ is re- 
produced here as much in detail as possible. 
This map was made in 1899, however, and 
consequently lacks*the markings of the 
drainage canal cutoff. Also scarcely more 
than one-ninth of the Evanston q&adrangle 
map consists of land, the remainder includ- 
ing the waters of Lake Michigan. 

But wn the land map we have about a mile 
and a half of the north end of Chicago, the 
three mile stretch of Evanston, Wilmette. 
Kenllwurth, Winnetka, Lakeside, and an- 
o.her mile of shore northward toward Lake 
Forest This map is on ascale of one mile to 
the inch, so that at the base it is about five 
miles wide and ten miles long on the western 
.Oundary. \ 

Topog:aphically, as nature left it, the chief 
features are the lines of elevation at 600 feet 
above the sea. Along the north line of Chi- 
cago five of these 600 feet elevation lines are 
crossed by Devon avenue, Each of there has 
a tendency to converge toward the north line 
of Evanston at the shore of the lake where 
for the four miles to Winnetka the cliff line is 
established at 600 feet above the sea and 
twenty feet above the 580 foot level of the 
lake. 

* * 
Deep Swale Easily Recognized. 


Between Winnetka and Lakeside every one 
in Chicago familiar with the north shore road 
will recognize the deep swale into which the 
road winds, shown in the five contour lines 
which appear piled almost one upon the other. 
Each of these lines In connection with the 
heavy 600 foot elevation line represents a rise 


. of ten feet, until to the west of the swale in 


the road is shown the frregular line 650 feet 
above the sea and seventy feet above the lake 
level. > 

To the west of Evanston’s western 600 foot 
line and from southwest to northeast are eix 
more contour lines, more lightly drawn upon 
the map and showing that just west of Grosse 
Point these six line “ steps ” of ten feet each 


leave Grosse Point 660 feet above sea level— 
the highest level shown on the map. 

In addition to these natural topographical 
lines of the bluffs and rising ground to the 
west, the Evanston quadrangle map showed 


. at the time of its makingevery country road, 


farmhouses represented by black dots—vir- 
tually everything which would interest a per- 
gon traveling;over that section of the north 
shore. Not pe the summer tramp, choosing 
a section of the country over which to tramp 
for ‘‘ handouts,”’ could afford to be without 
his topographical map or maps, as he might 
choose. For with this Evanston map in all 
the detail which accompanies it, a tramp 
might beat it from the Chicago city hall on 
foot to any particular farmhouse dotted over 
its rural six or seven square miles and not 
have to ask a single question of a surly 
native. * 

In like manner these guadrangle maps are 
of value to every automobile owner or driver 
and to the camping party which may arrange 
for a wagon road trip to a camp site any- 
where. 

* * 
Price Within Reach of All. 

As to the price, hobo and millionaire alike 
ean afford them. Find the particular quad- 
rangle or quadrangles in which you are inter- 
ested) and send to the office of the director of 
the geological survey in Washington a post- 
office order for 5 cents for each map desired 
Don't send postage stamps, however, as the} 
are not receivable. 

That person who may be interested in the 
likelihood of a farm lying somewhere in a 
particular quadrangle may get better and less 
biased reports from the study of the particu- 
lar map covering the region than Is attain- 
able from a wholly self-interested real estate 
agent a long distance away. 

To make the map effective in this respect, 
let the prospective purchaser of the distant 
farm take a county map of the state, on 
which are the lines of latitude and longitude 
If the country is well settled and has been 
mapped, he will get a map on a scale of one 
mile to the jnch, and on such a map virtually 
everything is shown. The house on the farm 
which he may have in mind probably will ap- 
pear as a black dot in its proper relation to 
a main road, a country church, a'creek, and 
the bridge between the farm and the nearest 
town. . 

To get this topographical map for the par- 
ticular district, let the inquirer find the 
county in which he is interested and write 
for the map or maps according to the de- 
grees and minutes of latitude and longitude 
which bound the county lands. Most of these 
maps take their names from the nearest city 
of consequence, or from the name of some 
notable geographical feature which comes 
within the bounds of the map. 

Get your topographical map, get a frame 
about 17 by 20 inches, with clear glass front, 
mount your map in a frame age you would a 
picture, and then with an ordinary reading 
glass and a light six-inch rule you may get 
almost every: fact you care to ask in general 
end right off an official government map.

HAVE seen a lot of boys lately riding 

along on their bicycles and having :>ts 

of fun out of different kinds of contrap- 

tions fixed up on the front of the wa-

Some of the toys were merely windmills 
that whirled, and one boy I saw had fastened 
a small aerial propeller at the front, so that 
when he rode along the wind whirled this 
at a great rate. . 

Thinking that there might be many more 
of the boys who would like to make some of 
these for themselves I have shown in the 
sketches a. number of different kinds of 
“mascots,"’ any one of which can be made 
by the average boy at no expense. 

* 
The Propeller Mascot. 

The one shown on the bicycle at the cen- 
ter is the aerial propeller stunt, and you can 
see on the left how one of these may be 
made, The plece that the propeller is made 
of should be about eight or ten inches long. 
three-quarters of an inch thick, and about 
an inch and a half wide. 

Leave the piece full width at the ends, 
but trim it down so that it is almost square 
at the center of the stick. Then mark it off 
as shown in solid block in the upper left 
hand drawing and when you cut off the white 
parts what is left will be the propeller shown 
below. 

C is the hub, and there is a hole bored 
through it for the pivot nail to go loosely 
through. The edge [b] is. what is shown 
black on the pattern piecuw The end [a] 
shows how the blade slants, each end of the

propeller slanting in a different direction, of 
course.

Look Out for Hot Rivet Shower! 
It’s a City Danger That's New.

OOK out for red hot rivets. 

Now that American cities are build- 
ing dozens of sky scrapers the city 
crowd filimg slowly past one or an- 
another of these new structures is 

subject to a new chance of accident. A red 
hot rivet dropped down the back of a man’s 
neck is a thing to be avoided. ‘Therefore 
when you pass under the frame of a half 
reared building beware. The hot bolt danger 
becomes actual when the riveters are at work 
on the front of side of the frame next the 
street.

A Dutch Windmill. 


Here is a Holland windmill mascot that 
is easy to make and interesting. Make one 
of these and put on your “ bike ’’ and all the 
other boys will follow suit.

Experiences of Bookkeeper. 

I have kept books for one firm for ten years, 
eight years at the home office, and then was’ 
transferred to head office as head booker and 
worked there until! last June. 

Twelve years ago I came to this country 
from a4 foreign land and, during that time I 
was only in two offices, the first being in the 
hardware businese and the second and last 
was in the furniture business. When I took 
up this work I could not even count American 
money; in fact, could not give change from a 
dollar, but through strong will power and de- 
termination I havé made a success in my 


‘ work. 


Great care should be taken in approaching 
business men when seeking a job. Above all 
be modest, answer ali questions frankly ana 
firmly and never know too much. If asked if 
you make any mistakes you can venture to 
say yes. for the best of us make mistakes, 
but we don’t have to keep on making them. 

In bookkeeping I find that it is not the big 
things that count, but it’s the litile details 
For instance, be careful in posting; don’t post 
to wrong account, balance your accounts 
often and always have your statements es- 
actly to the gent like your ledger. Always in- 
sist on getting the correct address of your ¢cus- 
tomers, what terms are made at time of pur- 
chasing and what occupation also. Be care- 
ful the article bought is charged at the sama 
price ae was quoted to customer. This will 
avold trouble. 

Treat your fellow workers all alilke—be ag 
one large family; work together hand in hand, 
do not report all little triffes to head manager; 
give them chances torectify their own errors, 
but have an understanding that a dishonest

Trials of Job Seeker. 

One of. the greatest. difficulties [I think 
because it happens to be the first] that the 
business: girl has to contend with is that of 
getting her first job.and how she gets it 
sometimes has a great deal to do with her 
success afterwards. 

We had just come to Chicago and. hav- 
ing’ been just turned !oose from high school 
and feeling a’ keen and ncontrolable desire 
to make my entrance into the commercial 
world, I did so in the following maner:

TRIBUNE and found an advertise- 
ment in which one of the leading millinery 
stores in State street announced that ‘it 
would receive the applications of a few capa- 
ble and experienced people who might be 
ambitious of connecting themselves with a 
first class establishment, salary, etc., depend- 
ing Upon the applicants’ skill as salespeo- 
ple. - As | had been in Chicago but four 
days my father went downtown with me, 
and I was ushered into the august presence 
while father waited for me in the outer 
sanctum. 

The man who interviewed me was kind and 
when I informed him that I had come down 
to apply for the position advertised, said: 
“ Yes. we have a place for a girl—right here 
in the office. It will be. assisting the time- 
keeper, etc. Are you good at figures?’ Now 
this Was not at all along the lines of my 
pians and I informed him that I came down 
to obtain a position as saleswoman in the 
trimmed hats cepartment He was quite 
surprised, asked me how old I was, looked 
as if he did not believe me, and said that 
it would be impossible for him to place me 
there, having had no previous experience. 
I said: “ Well, you are making the mistake 
of your jife if you don't give mea job,"’ and 
started to walk out of the office; but he 
called me back and said: ‘‘ What would yoo 
do if you showed.a woman a dozen different 
hats and she didn’t seem interested in any 
of them?’ I said “I guess I'd start in on 
the second dozen."'. He looked a little bit 
more tolerant then and said **Go upstairs 
with this boy and take off your wraps.” I 
told him I would prefer to start In on the 
following morning, but he said, “ Now or 
not at all.” So I stuck and continued in 
the position until I left of my.own accord 
to take up more paying and jess confining 
work elsewhere. 1 learned afterward: tas 
it was due entirely to the manner in which 
I persevered curing that interview that I 
succeeded in obta'ning a good position un- 
der a manager who is a veteran in sales- 
manship.

Secrets From Sea Folk. 


Fish Chowder.—Slice six medium potatoes 
quite-thin, place in cold water. Cute four 
pound haddock from which the skin and 
head have beem removed into six large 
pieces. Dash into cold water. Place a large 
slice of pork in a medium sized agate kettle; 
tet fry until all fat is tried out. Peel and 
slice two medium onions. Place these in fat. 
Have a flower dredger at hand. Place next 
® layer of potatoes, next dredge well with 
flour, then place layer of fish, dredge again; 
next potatoes, then fish alternately, dredg- 
ing with flour until all material is used. 
Cover with boiling water and Gover. Let 
this boil until potatoes are quite soft. Then 
and two cupfuls of milk. If not rich milk 
add a large piece of butter size of an egg. 
a dash of pepper, and a pinch of salt. Let 
this just come to boil.

She was 
such a good mother, and she would give all 
the steerage families their share before 
her Imrie and Tibo, Lilly and Tilly had 
their portion. No partiality would she 
show. All must share, and sometimes the 
older children had only a piece of a cooky 
or half a cake. 

So the days went by—such happy days— 
full of sunshine and joy, stories and songs 
and laughter of little children. But at last 
it was almost time to leave our boat. The 
day before we landed Tibo came up the lad- 
der and said: *‘ Today is’ Lilly’s birfday. 
Will youse please make a party by Lilly? 
Lilly is t'ree today.” So we “ made a party 
by Lilly.” Many people brought eakes and 
candies, and one young girl gave Lilly a box 
of candy “ which never has been touched— 
gee, Lilly, and all wrapped in white tissues 
and tied wit’ gold t’read. Ain't dat grand, 
Lilly?” 

Lilly was helped up the ladder first, and 
had the honor of the top step, and her choice 
of stories, and her favorite song. Then we 
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passed down the food, and then had games. 
The children played the gamek, forming a 
ring down on the deck below, while I shout- 
ed instructions from abeve. But I soon 
found they didn’t need me, for one Sophie 
Livinsky (who some day will be a suffraget 
leader, or sowe kind of a leader I am sure) 
“ bossed ” them all—girls and boys alike— 
and with “jerks” and “‘ yanks” she put 
them through their paces, while all circled 
about the “ Farmer in the Dell.” After the 
games ie called up to me: “‘ Ain’t youse 
goin' te sing ‘My Country ’Tis’ before this 
party is t'ru?”

The next day we packed our trunks and 
were busy all the morning. Soon after 
luncheon I came out on deck and we were 
resting in our steamer chairs when a cabin 
boy came up tomeand saluted. “ A woman 
in the steerage would like to see the ‘ Story 
Lady.’” “QO!” I said, “ that must be Mrs. 
Marmorstein.” And I went at once to the 
gateway. Imagine my surprise when I 
looked over the raij, down upon the smiling 
faces of all my)! steerage family—men, 
women, and children; all chered and clapped 
when I stepped to the rail. 


Mrs. Marmorstein, with her red shaw! 
draped over her pretty black hair, was 
beaming into my eyes, and then she pushed 
little Lilly toward: the ladder.

And in all my travels I never found more 
happiness than I did with my steerage fam- 
ily, nér did I bring home any souvenir which 
I value as I do my gift of love from “ the 
Hungarian children.”

Pictures for the Playroom.

The educative value of pictures in the form- 
ative years of childhood, though now entirely 
recognized by the schools, is lost sight of by 
many parents, but one has only to observe the 
effect of current illustrations upon the young- 
est members of the household to have con- 
vincing proof of the lasting influence of pic- 
tures, and In the playroom as well as the chil- 
dren's sleeping rooms the pictures should be 
good copies of good originals.

not only consciously but subconsciously and 
start the immature mind to pondering over 
the unanswerable mysteries of grief and 
death while yet it should see and know only 
the joyous side of life that unfolds itself to 
its youth and innocence; and the pictures in 
the home may have a vast deal to do with 
training the child’s perceptive faculties ina 
way to benefit or to injure it permanently. 

If a child oan learn to know the faces of the 
leading men of the nation and associate the 
right names with the gayl¥ colored prints, as 
most children do, it could 4nd would as read- 
ily learn to know reproductions of the most 
famous pictures by the old masters, and these 
are now to be had fora penny. 

How long would it take a child to associate 
Raphael's name with one of these soft toned 
copies of the Sistine Madonna !f one were 
hanging on the walls of his bedroom? And 
those adoring and adorable cherubs of that 
great pleture could he eve: thereafter see 


their originals in the “* Dresdener.” 

Besides the beautiful Madonnas many other 
pictures are inspiring to children, as Breton's 
** Song of the Lark,'’ Hofmann’s “ Christ and 
the Doctors,’’ Millet’s **‘ Feeding Her Birds,” 
“The Angelus,’ Della Robbia's “ Singing 
Boys,'’ to say nothing of the patriotic pictures 
commemorative of the heroes and events that 
have developed our country and nationality. 

A pretty way to frame these pictures for 
the children’s room is in groups. Long, nar- 
row frames may be made of picture molding 
or beading that is quite inexpensive bought 
by the foot, the frame to be hung with the 
row of pictures running either horizontally or 
perpendicularly, holding five or six favorite 
Madonnas, great heroes, or cherished poets. 

There are also beautifully tinted pictures of 
birds and animals which are accessible for 
2cents. These show the birds in their natural 
coloring and environment, with their nests, 
containing eggs, close by. 

A dado around the children’s room made of 
the pictures of our beautiful American song- 
birds would soon familiarize the forms and 
colors of these “ little brothers of the air,” 
and admiration incite the young people to be- 
come songbird defenders...

in the handling, then gradually let them out,

This serves to hold the 
fulliress where it belongs: The petticoat is 
put on a separate band and the tunic and 
train are set on to the upper part with a satin 
covered cord,

There are so many new and beautiful sult- 
ings this year that it is difficult to suggest 
just one among them. Plain and reversible 
cloths are both shown. If economy has to 
be considered. and more than one season's 
wear, there. will be nothing better than a navy 
blue serge. Make a six gored skirt, having 
an inverted plait let in rather low down on 
each of the seams. Make it to fasten in- 
visibly at the left of the front. The seams 
of this style skirt are usually made “ slot” 
seams, and the stitching done three-eighths 
of an inch from the edge. 

If the collar and cuff facings are of black 
satin or ottoman. silk, trim the front gore 
with nine narrow bias bands of the satin, 
seit on in three groups of three each. These 
bands are set on horizontally, the lowest 
one coming about at the top of the hem and 
the top one not quite reaching the knees, A 
small button will finish each end of each band 
well, 

Cut the coat from some standard pattern, 
using collar and revers that are most be- 
coming. Trim the back of the coat at a slight- 
ly raised waist line. with three bands, and 
repeat the same decoration on the cuffs, 

A long, separate coat is a necessity, and 
broadcloth, serge, or any similar material 
will beallfright. It should be made especially 
loose fitting, and double breasted, the neck 
being finished with a broad shaw] collar. One 
of the new patterns shows this style of coat 
with the upper sleéve portion cut in one with 
the coat, This sleeve part only falls a couple 

or three inches below the shoulder line, and 
at this point the long sleeve is set in. There 
is no fullness at the top of the sleeve, while 
at the wrist it “bells” out into a wide 
finish. Broad turned back cuffs make a sult- 
able finish. 

One or two dresses, suitable for dinner or 
dressy afternoon wear will be useful, and 
white voile combined with black and pink 
will be attractive. Make a three piece skirt 
in clearing length, or with a short train. Cut 
the skirt so that the length has to be pieced 
out by a flounce. Make the flounce on the 
straight of the voile, hem the bottom by hand 
and above the hem embroider large, well 
padded dots. Have these one or one anda 
half inches apart and do them in coral pink. 
Before seaming the flounce together see that 
it is the right fullness. Instead of gather- 
ing, lay clusters of vertical eighth-inch tucks 
--three in. a cluster—and measuring three 
inches in length. This makes a properly scant 
ruffle. 

Set this on to the skirt with an {nch wide 
band of Irish or Cluny lace. Embroider dots 
around the skirt aboub one inch above the 
insertion, and in the middle front run a line 
of them two-thirds of the way up. 

The peasant blouse {s finished at the natural 
neck line and in the front there is a ‘“‘U” 
shaped yoke set tn of black chiffon. A line 
of the dots outlines the neck and yoke edge 
two-thirds of the way down. They are met 
there by a double band of the lisértion, whith 
is' set on so ‘as to outline the front of the 
blouse. From the middle of the shoulder 
down to a couplé of Inches above the elbow 
there are four clusters of horizontal tucks, 
reaching across the upper part of the sleeves. 
Down through the middie of these is a row 
of the Insertion, which is finished in a point 
just below the last tuck.

The edge of thé sleeve, which just covers 
the elbow, is finished by a band of the chiffon 
outlined on both sides by a strip of the lace 
insertion. A band of the insertion makes 
the belt which joins skirt and blouse at a 
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high waist line. It’ is a novel and charming 
way to makea dress, 

Albatross tp pink or blue over white china 
silk makes a delightfully ae house gown. 
The short waisted peasan upper part 
‘shoulé have narrow plalis laid over the 


Shpulder, to give the suitable fullness. The 


slightly open neck aud short sleeves can be 
finished with’ nalnsook or “lace bedding, 
through which ribbon is run. 

The skirt part is cut from a circular shaped 
pattern and finished in a little train. Bead- 
ing outlines the seams and js set on above the 
hem at the foot. Beading also joins the two 
parts. 

There should be some simple, pretty 
Cresses for afternoon wear at home, and 
these may be made of a number of materials 
and none need cost above a couple of dollars 
apiece. Cotton voile, challis, percale, or 
gingham will make up prettily, and these 
dresses will be prettier if they are not 
elaborately made. 

' At least four morning dresses will be need- 
ed, and these should be made to get in and 
out of easily. A six or seven gored skirt, 
made plain, and a simple shirt waist, style 
for the upper part will be pretty, and the 
two parts should be put into one band. The 
neck can be cut in a little square and the 
sleeves left elbow length. Bands of the same 
or some contrasting color will trim well.

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It Pays to Protect Cutlery. 


By MARY JAMISON. 


, Whether. Peds is. of steel or silver, its 
durability depends @s;much on the way you 
handle it as on the quality of its material 
and workmanship. When a knife which is 
intended for ome purpose is misused for 
another it cannot last long. If you whittle 
shavings with your tiny penknife it won't 
serve you long. Likewise a carving knife 
or bread knife which is used for cutting 
kindling in emergency soon goes to the 
scrap heap. A jackknife used for cutting 
tin will get to the same place in a short 
time. ‘ 

The woman who makes buttonholes with 
her husband's razor because her scissors 
happens to be dull and she has never thought 
of buying buttonhole scissors cannot have 
a g00d sense of value, or, at least, little fore- 
sight. Needless to say that the razor was 
cast in the discard with a convincing exhi- 
bition of temper on the part of her husband, 
The cost of the razor would have paid for 
three or four buttonhole scissors. In each 
case it was evident that a finely tempered 
steel will not etand for such contact with 
hard and blunt substances, But impulse will 
sometimes get the better of even the wisest 
housewife unless she wil! discipline herself 
to think twice before she acts in emergency. 

Table cutlery should not be used for stirring 
things on the stove. Every handy kitchen 
is or ought to. be supplied with a number of 
tin forks, steel knives, and tin or pewter 
spoons, and these wil! serve the purpose bet- 
ter. 


Vinegar and fruit juice, which contains 
more or less acid, has a blackening if net 
a corroding effect on silver and will soon 
efface its original luster if frequently brought 
in contact with it. When silver cutlery 
has been washed in soapy water and rinsed 
in i¢e water it should be dried thoroughly, 
possibly over a radiator, and then given a 
polish with tissue paper or flannel. A cham- 
ois skin would do the work even more ef- 
fectively. Genuine silver will never rust, 
but when laid away damp it becomes black 
and blemished. 

A good and simple preparation for cleaning 
tarnished silver consists of magnesia and 
fine table salt mixed in equal proportions. 
The ashes of bituminous coal sifted into 
equal parts of slaked lime is excellent for 
cleaning both steel and silver cutlery. When 
steel cutlery requires daily scouring the time 
tested soft brick gives the quickest and 
neatest results. 

The sharpening of kitchen cutlery should 
be done by an expert if possible about once 
every three months. This includes the cary- 
ing knife and bread knife. In case of emer- 
gency, however, you can give a keener edge 
to a dull kitchen knife made of good ma-* 
terial by slashing it briskly back iand forth 
on the edge of a porcelain crock. A revoly- 
ing grindstone, when: handy, is even better. 
Penknives and jackknives or pocket knives 
In general can be sharpened by running 
them with a circular motion over a small 
whetstone.

dreams. So the tide of our political regenera- 
tion bids fair to rise in the land of the setting 
sun. and from that country to regenerate the 
earth. 

It was a big election—that fs, big in por- 
tent—for the electorate was asked to passits 
opinion upon as Many 4s twenty-three 
amendments to its constitution. To us in 
Illinois, who are only altlowed to submit one 
or two amendments at a time, which lim- 
ited power is further restricted by cunning- 
ly worded restraints, so that it is next to 
impossible even to pass an amendment by 
the state assembly, ft is an amazing proposi- 
tion to submit twenty-three amendments 
at atime. The thing is so espentially dem- 
ocratic that it almost passes the compre- 
hension of the political aristocrats of Illinois 
and its companion states. 

Among these many amendments four 
loomed large, indeed. The first in impor- 
tance was the proposal to make California a 
real democracy. This proposition for equal- 
ity of rights was won by @ natrow mar- 
gin. The next two in importance—the one 
for the recall] and that for the democratic 
twins, the initiative and the referendum— 
received overwhelming majorities. That the 
proposition to enfranchise the womanhood 
of the estate called out the largest vote of 
any, and that it was hotly and violently con- 
tested, shows that the male electorate does 
not all belong to the {Hogical class, and that 
a large and respectable majority is swayed 
more by reason than by prejudice and pas- 
sion.

End of Long Struggle. 


This fs not the first time that the women 
have labored for the political power. Cali- 
fornia eritered the union in 1850, and by 1870 
the women of the state were organized and 
began to labor for the ballot. Through their 
endeavors many laws have been passed for 
the benefit of women, though in many things 
the laws of California are still unfair to them. 
In 1891 a bill was entered to enfranchise 
women by. statute. It passed the senate, but 
was delayed too long to reach the assembily— 
held up, probably, by ite enemies. 

In 1804 the state Republican convention 
adopted a plank as follows: “ Believing 
that taxation without representation is 
against the principles of the government, we 
favor the extension of the right of suffrage 
to all citizens of the United States, both 
men and women.” 

In 1895 the legislature paseed a bill sub- 
mitting an amendment to the electorate to 
strike out the word “ male" from the state

Unfortunately the next elec- 
tion was a presidentia! one, and the question 
had‘ to take its chances in a contest that 
grew more bitter as the days went by and 
was complicated by financial, social, econom- 
ic, and political problems, for it was the 
great “free silver” year, and, as usual, the 
women were Sacrificed. There was another 
element that played its part. Ten days be- 
fore the election the liquor dealers’ league 
met in San Francisco “ to take such steps as 
are necessary to protect our interests,” 
Needless to say, the steps were duly and 
quickly taken.

Ignorant Against the Cause. 


Tt has been insisted by equal suffrage ad- 
vocates that most woman suffrage amend- 
ments are defeated by the ballots of the ig- 
niorant, the vicious, and the foreign born. 
At the former election there were 247,454 
votes cast on the suffrage amendment—110,- 
856 for the reform, 137,009 against it. When 
it is reflected that the bill recéived its most 
crushing blows in San Francisco county, the 
apparent truth of the assertion will be manit- 
fest. San Francisco hag 4 large foreign pop- 
ulation. The revelations of but a few years 
ago testify. that it has a large vicious ele- 
ment, and ft goes without saying, also, that 
every great city has its heavy dregs of ig- 
norance, which, under our beneficent form 
of government, can express itself freely and 
often, while‘only half the intelligence, the 
conservatism, the virtue, and morality of 
the commonwealth is allowed a voice. 

The battle has been hardly won, however, 
and will have its influence on the battles 
being waged elsewhere in the United States 
at least. It was a tremendous fight the wom- 
on had to wage against the organised 
enemies of the cause, as well as against 
prejudice and ignorance. Some of the bit- 
terest enemies were the native born sons 
of Chinamen, who, inheriting all the orienta) 
prejudice against women, opposed their en- 
franchisement even in a land dedicated to 
liberty. However, the battle is won and 
there is no need to Indulge in bitterness but 
rather in congratulation. | 

There is this much to be added. Had it 
not been for the liberal spirit of the Cali- 
fornia press it is doubtful if the women had 
won. With but few exceptions the leading 
journals of California came out unmistaka- 
Wiy for the cause of freedom, supporting the 
reform both editorially and in their local 
columns. The San Francisco Call led out 
boldly and the other progressive papers 
fullowed suit. It is the only logical stand to 
take, and every man loyal to American ideals 
must of necessity carry those ideals to their 
logical conclusion, or else admit that his 
country is a failure among the nations of the 
world, his government an experiment doomed 
to an early death,

We 
have for guidance such truisms as “Don't 
trust in appearances” and “ Believe nothing 
that you hear and only half of what you see,” 
but still we are often deceived. INusions and 
delusions afflict us from the cradle to the

We think that we see and hear a great 
deal that We do not see or hear at all, On 
the witness stand and under oath we testify to

If he is what he professes to be the 
young minister is a man of character. He is 
a man of education and, usually, of refine- 
Among church people his social posi- 
tion is high. He is not at all likely to end 
his career in dissipation. He’ has, therefore, 
many things to offer which men of larger in- 
comes cannot alway# give. To the mothers in 
the church, devout Women eager to see their 
daughters settled fm @ churekfy home, he is 
a desirable match. 

The first question asked when his name is 
mentioned for the charge is, “Is he single, 
engaged, or married? If the vestrymen 
themselves are #6t interested, they know 
their wives Will be. The moment he 
atrives he is invited to dinners—how splen- 
adidly they feed you, those fine old mistresses 
of housekeeping!

S it a “sword of ice” and not 
of fire that drove man from the 
garden of Eden? 

This is the claim made by Dr. 
Max Nordau, the most startling 
and original philosopher of our 
time, which ha@ now upset the 
generally accepted ideas of hu- 
man history. His new theory is that all hu- 
man civilization is merely the result of man’s 
éfforts to escape from the discomforts and 
short rations produced by the last ice age. 
Man is not progressing towards a glorious 
final ideal. He is merely trying to reproduce 
the Paradise in which he lived before the ive 
age came doWn on him. His only ideal is to 
live in comfort without labor. If the happy 
conditions of preée-glacial times were to return, 
man would throw all his civilization to the 

scrap heap and never bother about it again. 
Perhaps the most interesting and striking 
statement that Dr. Nordau makes is that 
Paradise existed on earth within human mem- 
ory. The literature of the most ancient civ- 
ilized races contains many -references to it. 
It is the Garden of Eden of the Bible. It is 
the place where the human race lived without 
labor. In the ancient oriental writings the 
earthly Paradise and the super-earthly Heaven 


are constantly confused. In the Zend Avesta 


and the Vedantas of the Hindus the period 
when man lived in Paradise is distinctly re 


called. é'

And now ‘it has come 
back to America again as a new fad. 

One well known woman professional photographer 
of London recently caused a small sensation vy an 
exquisite picture of a group of sleeping children which 
Sh+ took, and other specialists in portrait work are 
endeavoring to emulate her, not only tn. pictures of 
Sleeping children but in ‘pictures of grownups as well. 

George Henry. the London portrait painter, says in 
the Daily Mirror: “There are some people whose 
faces look better in repose. While there is no ex- 
Pression to be obtained from the eyes of a sleeping 
Person, of course, there may be something undesirable 
banished from the face. 

“Many people go through life with a set expression,

Strong Appeal to the Beautiful. 

“The sleeping photograph will appeal to al! really 
beautiful women. The girl with the youthful contour 
of face and with long, dark eyelashes will look espe- 
cially beautiful in a sleeping photograph.” 

Miss Nellie V. Walker, the protégé of Lorado Taff, 
the sculptor, thinks that the subject of sleeping pho- 
tography its an interesting one. “A photograph is a 
record of the face,” said Miss Walker. “A record with- 
out the eyes would, indeed, be incomplete. Still, some 
people are indeed beautiful with their eyes closed, and 
some people when asleep have lovely expressions. 
These people, it seems to me, would be successful sub- 
jects for sleeping pictures.” 

“Artistic Nghting,” sald Mr. Reynolds, “ will play 
a@ great part In sleep photography The artist will have 
a chance to show his originality by his poses and light- 
ing. If a person is posed nicely and the picture is 
treated so that the lighting will be odd and original, 
many beautiful results should be obtained by photo- 
graphs of people asleep. A picture of a person asleep, 
if posed with care. would be just as artistic as a pic- 
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ture taken of a person awake. Mr. Corbell, a Chicago 
sculptor, has made some splendid statues of a boy 
isleep 

“A ni re of a person asleep could be made beautiful 
by bringing out the expressions of tranquillity and of 
mystery No animation could be depicted. but a picture 
showing dreamy. mysterious qualities would be artistic 
and beautiful—if, of course. the subject were suitable. 
4. ugly person would not be a success in a sleeping 
photograph.” 

So if you are really sure you are good looking—and 
most people cherish secret beliefs that they have just 
a bit more than their share of good looks—when you 
have your new picture taken, have a sleeping picture 
made. You will look at least five years younger, ac 
cording to all authorities. This will be especially fine 
for the woman who wishes to send her picture to an 
absent lover and doesn't want him to find out that she 
is getting older looking. 

The new pictures won't be taken with the subject 
really asleep. Few people could possibly go to sleep 
at the photographer’s without the use of an anesthetic, 
and few people would be willing to take chloroform or 
ether In order to have a good photograph, although 
scme women would probably be willing to go to even 
that trouble in order to get a beautiful picture. The 
new picture will be taken with closed eyes and with the 
face and figure posed in the guise of real sleep.

HE fist should be, so to speak, the last line 
in your campaign of séif-defense. You 
should learn how to strike and how. to 
guard; there are times when all other 
weapons fail. But in learning these things 
you should remember it is not often neces- 
sary to resort to a knowledge of boxing 
to defend yourself. A man who is profi- 

client in the arts of good huinor, fairness, and sobriety 
will find them valuable outer defenses which the enemy 
will not often pass. A man who keeps his temper and 
is willing to ask no more than his right does not often 
find himself driven behind the fortress of his fists. 

But there are occasions when diplomacy fails. Some 
men become quarrelsome when intoxicated, others are 
bullies by nature. Then, again, it is not always possible 
to avoid dark corners at night. The rough lurks behind 
a corner to hit you with a piece of pipe. For occa- 
sions such as these when you are attacked without of- 
fense on your part you should know what to do to pro- 
tect yourself and reduce your assailant to such condi- 
tion. that you can deliver him neatly and scientifically 
done up to the nearest patrolman.

Valuable Aid in the “ Art.” 

Left upper cut to jaw and side step—The left upper 
cut (to the jaw with side step) is something every man 
should have in his sack of weapons for self-defense. 
Blows are like golf utensils; it all depends on circum- 
stances what you use. The left upper cut to the jaw is 
intended for the man who comes at you with his head 
down. Most rough and tumble fighters do this. So do 
most men who make motions with their arms like the 
maneuvers of a pair of Wright propellers. 

Watch your assailant. If you see he drops his head 
avhen he leads you will know what to do. Such a man 
you cannot reach with a straight counter for you wil! 
hit bim on top of the head. His head is probably too 
thick to crack. When your fascal leads out at you with 
his left, side step his blow, letting it go over your shoul- 
der and send in your upper cut. This, if you land it 
well, will send his head back so as to turn up the shady 
side of his chin. Then you can follow up with a straight 
right to the jaw. After this exclaim “ Next!” 

The left upper cut is one of the severest blows that 
can be Gelivered with the left hand. Your foot, as you 
step in, touches the ground at the same moment your 
fist lands. You throw your shoulder forward with the 
blow, making it a sort of half swing, the result being 
that all the weight of the body goes into it. Moreover. 
his chin is coming down when the biow lands. adding 
weight to the contact. It also has the advantage that 
it is an easy blow. It does not take a professiona) to 
deliver a good smashing upper cut.

left the world’s championship Ranging on it and went 
into dramatic art. Gus Ruhlin and others lost interest 
in pugilism, temporarily at least, after receiving one. 


The shift is easier to talk about than to explain on 
paper. First you feint for the head with the left hand. 
Then you follow with what is apparently a right swing 
to the jaw. This causes your antagonist to raise both 
guards to protect his face. He will do this because it is 
usual after a stall with the left to swing for the face 
with the right. The enemy naturally thinks you are in 
earnest about the second blow. But here the shift 
occurs. In place of trying to land this right swing 4s 
you step in you suddenly shift the body to the right and 
low on the ‘right foot and whip the left to the solar 
plexus with all the weight of the bedy behind it. In 
stepping forward use the right foot and turn upen it in 
making the shift. This is a terrible blow, @ fistie head- 
on collision. You cannot use it, of course, unless your 
antagonist exposes himself by raising both his guards. 
Moreover you should remember that a good many pro- 
fessionals have been knocked into an ambulance while 
trying to perform it. You must get the shift timed 
just right or it will’ be a disappointment to you.

Daweh developed the blow at a time when pugilists 
of the old school depended a great deai on the straight 
left. The kidney puhch property tanded woeid destroy 
the power of the left. A few wallops on the smali of 
the back would reduce the antegonist te a state where 
Other bliews could be used that would otherwise prove 
ineffective were his straight left still in goed working 
order. It causes the victim te lower his guard and 
squirm from a feint for the Dbedy, thus leaving en open- 
ing for a right to the jaw or left to the nose.

How to Work Kidney Punch. 


Te the ebserver the kiduey punch resembles @ right 
swing to the ribs, put it is thrown further back and de- 
scribes an upward curve, Its effect is produced by step- 
Ping in close te your man and raising up on the toes as 
the blow is planted. As you face your opponent in 
Sparring attitude work up within reach and leave an 
opening for him to lead with his left. As he sends it to 
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executed. When a clever boxer leads with his left he et 
the same instant raises his right guard to protect his 
face from possible counter.

IMMIGRANT GIRLS. 

To save the immigrant girl from the white 
slaver the following measures are demanded 
as necessary by the re orm organizations : 

1. National Federation of immigrant pro- 
tective leagues. 

2. Routing of immigrants so that they 
shall be carried by the most direct line to 
point of destination. 

3. Inspectors, both men and women, to 
travel in charge of immigrant trains to pro- 
tect immigrants. 

4. A federal protective bureau. 

5. The delivery of immigrants to point of 
destination by some responsible corporation 
acting under and licensed by the federal 


government. 


NNUALLY 1,800 immigrant girls are lost 
on the way from New York to Chicago. 
Every year 1,800 foreign giris leave 
New York City on trains for the west and 
never arrive. Friends and relatives await 
them and they do not come. Somewhere 
on the line they have been tricked and led 
astray. What has become of them their 
friends and relatives may never know. But the world 
knows that the setk.ef the white slaver is still un- 
checked. 

The neglect that has allowed the white slaver such a 
held upon the initwigfant life of the country is perhaps 
the blackest blot upon the fair name of the United 
States. Ignorance and callous indifference have joined 
to give the pander the center of the stage. Churchman 
and government official, policeman and philanthropist, 

li have failed to see the horror or to act when once 
hey saw. 

It is only within the last few months that the public 
has been aroused to the situation. Measures of one sort 
or another have been attempted for several years, but 
only now is codperation beginning to make them effect- 
ive, ' 

In 1904 the traffic in foreign girls had become so no- 
torious that the president of the United States signed 
& treaty or convention with the several nations to stamp 
out this trade. The treaty was ratified by the senate, 
but it required enforcement by “ federal police.” It is 
hardly to be supposed the panders inspired this clause, 
but a8 there are no federal police, the effect was the 
same. The law was unenforced. - 

An international treaty was signed in 1908 to crush 
the trafic. There is a federal statute forbidding the 
Presence of any hut immigrants on immigrant trains. 
An act became operative last year providing the sever- 
est penalties for the ‘white slaver. Former Assistant 
United States Attorney Clifford Roe and others have se- 
cured the conviction of many notorious panders. Legal 
and moral crusades have been started in various states. 
The Commercial club of Chicago has organized a com- 
mittee to work for a federal protective bureau. The 
Immigrant’s Protective league of Chicago has ten work- 
e's at rafiway stations and in tenement neighborhoods 

after immigrant girls. Other such oreaniza- 
tions are busy.

And yet 1.800 immigrant women annually are lost be- 
tween New York and Chicago! 

The magnitude of the problem is perceived when one 
learns that 75,000 immigrants yearly pass through Chi- 


Forty thousaftid come tv 
Chicago every year to make it their home. The white 
slavers have had years in which to develop their trade. 
They are everywhere; their organization is excellent: 
they have taken every advantage and are making their 
business a commercial success, 

The united forces in opposition now hope to secure a 
national federation of immigrant protective leagues. 
Such strength would secure needed etate and federal 
legislation. They also hope to gain a reform in the 
method of.routing immigrants so that these will come 
through by the: most direct line to their port of des- 
tination. Fegieral inspectofs, men and women, are 
demanded to travel through in charge of every immi- 
gran} train. A federal protective bureau is to have 
general charge of the work. The formation of a com- 
pany is proposed which shall deliver all immigrants, 
under federal supervision, to their points of destina- 
tion. With these weapons it is felt that the combat 
against white slavery in so far as it affects the immi- 
grant girl can be fought to comparative victory. 

In April, 1908, Miss Jane Addams, Mrs. Raymond 
Robins, Judge Julian W. Mack, Prof. George Mead 
Mrs. Samuel Dauchy, and Mrs. Tiffany Blake, all of 
Chicago, founded the League for the Proiection of Im- 
migrants. These sociologists and Miss Sophonisba P. 
Breckinridge, .the present secretary, and Miss Grace 
Abbott, have brought this perpleting problem of the 
masses of foreigners coming to and passing through 
Chicage into a good state of expert knowledge and pub- 
lic informati@on. {[t seems reasonable to forecast that 
soon the jack of organization which has characterized 
all phases of this disordered and unknown condition 
will be as smoothly running as other public work per- 
formed under the supervision of the federal govern- 
ment.

Government's Care Ends at New Y ork. 

The United States government now protects the for- 
eign girl to the point of placing her on the train west- 
ward from New York. But until the Immigrants’ Pro- 
tective league work began she was at the mercy of the 
white slave trade. The careful investigation and the 
three years’ effective labors of the Immigrants’ Pro- 
tective league have shown the need of federal protec- 
tion to these fereigners during transit from the time of 
leaving the steamer until located in the work to pursue 
which they left their faraway homes. One point on the 
way left open and unguarded and the whole mass of 
procurers and loan sliarke and extortionate eab drivers 
rushes through like @ feed or a pestilence. 

Go with the league’s director some night when an im- 
migrant train arrives and you will gaim an idea of the 
perplexing task before her, as well ag of the necessity, 
which so long lay unnoticed, of protecting “the stranger 
within our gates,” so sdéon to be one of us. 

They are unloaded from the train like so many rest- 
less cattle and ere held back by two policemen until 
at the proper moment the gates are Mung back and pent 
up human emotions find vent im tearé of happy reunion. 
Here a girl dashes in front of the line and sobs and 
clings desperately to a father Who had preceded her 
to our country four years earlier. There men and 
women. embrace and weep in the fashion of central and 
southern SZurope. Men have sent for wives, brothers 
have mailed passage money for sisters. 

But suddenly your titerest is detached to the agon- 
ized face of a yous woman of about 25, carrying a 
baby at her breast, WhD is running about from one side 
of the waiting room t0 the other. peering hungrily into 
each face. But just then the league director has seen 
her and darted to her side. How quickly relief dawns 
in the woman’s face! Here is a friend who will help 
her to find the husband so strangely out of reach. He 
was to have met her at the station, and, like other thou- 
sande of ignorant foreigners, she has no idea what ie 
his address nor any initiative to take the smallest step 
for self-protection in this huge new city. 

We go outside. Here a high voiced altercation is 
being carried on by an angry cabman. The director 
finally gains possession of the slip of paper his two 
prospective customers have given him. 
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“1 shall take care of these girls,” she says instantly 
upon glancing at the address. 

“But that is their brother’s number,"”” the hackman 
insists. 

“Don’t attempt to impose upon me.” the sturdy di- 
rector warns him. “Tl see that they find their broth- 
er. This is not your first offense, either.” 

These eabmén, many of thei, cafry girls about for 
several blocks, to land them at the Wrong number and 
to charge them an extortionate fee for their services: 
or, worse, in many cases to take them to disorderly 
houses, where the same large “fee” is paid them by 
agents of the house. 
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* 
Real Work After Their Arrival. 

Now, even after the league has found the arrivals po- 
sitions, the real work yet remains to be done. Relaxa- 
tion means a thousand perils. For example, the report 
of the immigration commission of the state of New 
York found that one of the immigrant homes, ostensibl, 
for the proteetion of the foreigh girle upon their ar- 
rival, would for the sum of $5 send a girl to work in a 
disorderly house! 

Girls set at work in a factory. far from acquaint- 
ances, or on an insufficient wage in a department store. 
have that desire for finery, for the joy of living, of 
which they see themselves robbed at the age when it ix 
rightfully theirs. This is the cause of their going 
wrong. The indoor work, the Insufficient food, te which 
they are not accustemed, injures their health. Their 
amusements consist of nickel theaters, dances. amuse- 
ment parks, and picnics given by lodges and clubs. 

The need of such organizations as those which are 
contending with the problem is evident. to any one who 
takes a walk through any of the foreign quarters of a 
city: Many of the Russian Jewish girls come to this 
country under a debt of $70 or $80 incurred for passage 
money. They are working among strangers, in a con- 
dition of nervous strain. They are afraid they cannot 
pay their debt. They are in danger of temptation and a 
helpful hand saves many such from disaster. In such 
neighborhoods as the Twelfth street bridge in Chicago 
girls may be found living in family groups in small 
rooms in which also live men boarders. 

One danger to the immigrant is the circuitous rout- 
ing. During 1909 2,000 women and children were com- 
pelled to travel a route Which kept them two extra days 
in transit. They were ignorant of the necessity of pro- 
viding food for this extra time and arrived here weak 
from a fast of from twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
Coming thus, they would have been. and often were, 
easy victims to the dangerous kindnesses and allure- 
ments of the white slave workers. 
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HE working woman and the workingman’'s 
wife have peen treated from every possi- 
ble point of view, industrial and literary, 
but precious little space has thus far 
been devoted to him who is one of the 
greatest factors in social history+—the 
working woman’s husband. If it were 
not for him Tag day, one of the largest 

ef the charities, would scarcely have need to exist. 

The working woman has her narrative written in her 
face. Almost every woman who is a wife at all is a 
working man’s wife and is confronted by the same 
problems. -None of them has anything like as much 
money as she needs—the lawyer's wife nor the labor- 
er’s. Bach has to skimp here in order to spend there; 
and they all have the same lines of worry in their 
faces, ’ 

But what about him who is so largely responsible 
for tle presence of women in the fields of labor—what 
is he really like? Where dces he keep himself? Is he 
ashained of himself and is he a victim of fate, or is 
he *.illfully, maliciously idle? And is he sweet tem- 
peredly idle, after all, or does he employ his days in 
boisterous recreations that leave him spent and ill 
tempered toward the tired, hunted provider? People 
dismiss his case with “Her husband lost his job and 
so she went scrubbing.” Thereupon they narrate vol- 
umes about her and never again mention him.

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“The working woman’s husband, as I have observed 
him. is néarly always agreeable. That is, he is so to 
Outsiders. Neighbors te}l a different story of his atti- 
tude in the heart of his home,” says Miss Hayden. 

He is usually Jmmensely eager»to get work, only 
his activities are so highly specialized that the problem 
of supplying it becomes difficult. He has the artist's 
love for self-expression and the gift of commanding 
sympathy. He tells with infinite plausibility anecdote 
after’ anecdote of his pursuit of work in his chosen 
occupation and its flight. Usually when brought face 
to face with a jeb of his favorite Kind one of those 
untoward misfortunes arises like a barrier between it 
and him.

Visit * Back of the Yards.” 

I went to visit such a workingman and his family 
once back of the stockyards. He seemed to me to be 
One of the most agreeable men I had ever met. He 
was so grateful, so animated, so solicitous for his 
wife, so cleanly. He swept up the space before the 
Goor a half dozen times’while we were there. He was 
such an» adequate nurse, and the neighbors said that 
he never slackened in his efforts at. attentions, night or 
day. He possessed in superlative degree the prime 


trait of the working woman’s husband. He was will-. 


ing and eager to perform any task so that it was tem- 
porary and spasmodic in its nature and had no pay 
attached to it. 

He had been out of work for nine months and the 
newly born twins had lain dead in the house for two 
Gays before he could get the money for burial. ‘That 
was the story. Cheerfully, jauntily, with a sense of 
the “values” of the narrative, he explained in all 
‘ @f ite ramifications the circumstance of his being with- 
out a job. He was a baker. Better than life or chil- 
Gren or fortune he loved bis art. He tolg about how 
he had walked eight miles to a bake shop across the 
mg to solicit a position, and the proprietor kicked him 
ou 

He told of how he had gone over the city, street by 
street, “doing” the bakeries. He described with lov- 


moderately complete without a paragraph on this point. 
The children of such a malefactor almost always pre- 
fer him to their self-sacrificing, overworked, underfed, 
sleepy, uninteresting mother. 

A little boy was so badly injured by an electric car 
that his leg had to be amputated and his mother was 
Obliged to start to her evening’s task of scrubbing 
floors just as he went under the anesthetic. She 
dragged herself with heavy step away from his stretch- 
er, but did the little boy mind? Not at all. He had 
his father to hold his hand and hush his cries througb- 
out the night. In the child’s first sobbing agony he never 
mentioned his mother. but repeated over and over, to 
every question, “T want my papa; IT want my papa so.” 
It is curious how deft this male character is with the 
ehildren—that constitutes « part of the strange knack 
of his; a part of the charm, perhaps, which one can 
often detect in his personality. 

The workers in the Tag day charity insist that such 
malefactors, whatever their standing or tastes, should 
be put to cleaning the streets and their earnings should 
be seized and turned over to their families. Miss Hay- 
den was stirred to such suggestion when she witnessed 
the misery of a wife who walked to the stockyards 
nursery from Hammond... bringing her three children 
with her, after her husband had absconded with her 
funds. 

“Such men as her husband run away from their fam- 
ilies just to avoid the responsibility of providing for 
their support.” This is what- Miss Hayden says about 
it. “Then, after: they have tramped and hoboed for a 
time and have found that they are practically penni- 
less themselves and refiect that their wives, may be 
earning a little something, they come back with pleas 
for forgiveness. And their wives always take them 
back. Then the man works for a little while again, 
but he’s sure to desert his family for the second, or 
third, of fourth time. Wife desertion seems to be a 
habit.” -

The immediate result of that was 
the resignation of Hunter. 

The first violent outcropping of politics 
after the opening of the session was in the 
Tilinoils caucus for choosing committee mem- 
bers. The nominating of five delegates 
for one of the vacancies resulted in the ap- 
pointment of all five to a committee to settle 
the dispute. They united on a compromise 
candidate. A few hours later a hot political 
discussion was injected into the conven- 
tion itself, two hostile delegates firing ques- 
tions at one of the speakers. They were 
ruled off the floor by President Kavanaugh 
and the delegates cheered. 

“We want the waterway and we want it 
soon,’’ said the chairman. “It is desirable 
that water supply and water power be ob- 
tained, but the navigation interest is the 
paramount. interest, and it must not be lost 
in collateral issues, however worthy. It 
certainly must not be lost in local political 
disputes." 

In sticking to the original demands, though 
these are called unreasonable by the federal 
engineers, some of the leaders simply say 
that these are what they want. Whether 
they can get them they do not feel sure. and 
a good many admit considerable doubt. 
But the prfme need Is for some kind of water- 
way; if one of fourteen feet minimum, well 
and good; if for twelve or ten, still much 
better than none at all.

ed and comparative safety. but on rivers, 


materially reduce their speed and somciimes

“In the report of the committee on the 
canals of New York state, 1809, it is shown 
that the first cost of lake yessels is so great 
and their speed on canals so siow that In- 
terest charges alone will prevent them from 
competing with barge navigation. Orean, 
lake, and river boats have been especially de- 
signed for the work they have to perform, ana 
when diverted therefrom lose in econony.” 

Growing attention is being paid the “ by- 
products’ of the waterway, so much that 
one of the delegates questioned *‘ whether the 
waterway might not be considered a by- 
product of the new ventures.’’ 

But outside the water power and water 
supply is the problem of reclamation. The 
potentialities of the low lying banks of the 
Mississippi, the “‘empire of alluvium ”’ one 
speaker calls it, are being urged more than 
ever before.

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Vast Overflow Area. 

In the valley from Chicago to the gulf are 
82 000 square miles, more than 20 000,000 acres, 
subject to overfiow. About 5,000 square miles, 
more than the area of Porto Rico, in the 
state of Illinois require only drainage and 
protection.

The water power, the sanitary re- 
demptior. the town sites—the value of all 
these should bring the whole to five billions. 

And this is the “ by-product *' of the water- 
way! 

And on a different e717 mere startling basis 
the census figures the worth of each man 
fn this country as a source of wealth at 
about $1.250.. Forty million men at $1.250 a 
head—that means fifty bifiions of dollars as 
the potential valve of the alluvial empire 
when it fs looked on as the ultimate resource 
for carrying population and on the Egyptian 
basis, two men per acre is not. too many. 

The cost of this by-product? 

Roundly. the cost of improving the Missis- 
sippi as planned ts around $100. 000 000, but 
of this scarcely a tenth is needed for the

Through the Valley,” Closes After Big Meetin 


Chicago and Deepwaterway Project. 
By William K. Kavanaugh : 


(President Talks to the Gulf-Deepwaterway Association.) 


HEN is was admitted to the 

federal union as a state in 1818 

there were no organized commun!- 

ties north of Springfield. There 

were trading posts, and, owing to 
the scanty Indian population in its vicinity, 
Chicago was chiefly important by reason of 
its portage and the men required to operate 
the same and also as a way station on the 
route between Mackinaw and the American 
settlements on the Mississippi river below the 
mouth of the Missouri. 
had been famous and in constant use from 
the time of the discovery by Joliet and Mar- 
quette in 16738. 

Chicago waa in the territory of Wisconsin, 
the boundary touch:ng the south end of Lake 
Michigan and crossing the Illinois water trail 
north of Joliet and in the vicinity of Romeo. 
The act admitting the new state shifted this 
boundary some sixty miles to the present 
northern Mmit, in order that Illinole should 
have a water front on the great lakes and 
that the water trail should De developed 
within the confines of a single state, and for 
the further reason that Illinols might be 
populated in part from the northern stream 
of settlement. It was argued that Illinois 
would thus become the bond of union be- 
tween the basin of the St. Lawrence and the 
basin of the Mississippi and assure the per- 
petuation of the confeceracy. ILlinois was 
thus endowed with a birthright in the con- 
tinental waterway and made a trustee for 
the welfare of all the states. 

The lllinols route was the subject of three 
Indian treaties, and ‘nm 1821 congress granted 
a right of way through the public lands for 
the Lllinols and Michigan canal and made a 
land grant In 1827, and the canal was begun 
in 1836 and opened in 1848. Congress appro- 
priated for the opening of the mouth of the 
Chicago river in 1882, and the first lake ves- 
sel entered the harbor in the spring of 1834. 
The town was platted in 1830, Cook county 
set off in 1831, and the town of Chicago actu- 
ally incorporated in 1833 and the city in 1887 

Northern Illinois made no substantial prog- 
ress in settlement until after the close of the 
Black Hawk war and the removal of the 
Indians and the close of the fur trade, in the 
early ‘30s. The first settlers came across 


the Allegheny ‘mounta:ns and by way of the 


Ohio, the Mississippi, and the I)linois rivers, 
shipping their effects by sea by way of New 
Orleans, and located at Peoria, Princeton, 
Dixon, and Galena. The promotion and con- 
struction of the Llinots and Michigan canal 
and the opening of the harbor initiated Chi- 
cago, and she soon became the avenue for the 
settlement of northern Illinois. and the far- 


ther West. 


x 

A raphy growth fo.lowed, which was great- 
ly accentuated by the completion of the canal 
in 1848. The railways feeling their way Into 
the west were drawn to her, and with the 
development of the interior she became the 
focus of a railway system continental in 
extent. 

Chicago had thus an early start, many 
years ahead of her northern rivals, due to 
her unique water position, and she held her 
lead and grew marvelously for fifty years, 
reaching a population of over 1,000,000 in 
1890—the second city of the continent. 

It is interesting to note that the two great- 
est American cities have been singularly 
endowed and have made the largest use of 
water commerce and to note further that 90 
per cent of American city population is gath- 
ered by the water side. The largest recent 
growth is by cities making the best use of 
maritime facilities. It would seem that 
profit making transportation utilities dried 
the juices of the plant on which they feed. 

Before Chicago reached @ million people 
grave sanitary problems pressed for solu- 
tion. After much discussion and futile at- 
tempts at legislation the general assembly 
of Illinois in 1889 orda'ned the deep water- 
way, a portion of which across the Chicago 
divide and dependent work was to be con- 
structed by Chicago in consideration of the 
privilege of sewage disposal therein uncer 
proper restrictions and guarantees against 
@ nu!sance. 

The Chicago sanitary and ship canal was 
actually opened in 1890 with a length of thir- 
ty-six miles between Lockport and Lake 
Michigan, the channel be'ng twénty-four feet 
deep throughout at low water of Lake Mich- 
igan, with a width of 160 feet on bottom in 
rock cut and 202 feet on bottom and 8U0 feet 
at the water line in earth, and the same will 
have a capacity of 14,000 cubic feet of water 
per second when finally completed, or about 
one-third of the characteristic low water 
volume of the middle Mississippi river be- 
tween the mouth of the Missouri and the 
mouth of the Ohio. 


*& * 

The general assembly declared this chan- 
nel, when opened, to be a navigable stream, 
and gave control of the same for purposes 
vf navigation to the general government 
when the connecting streams should be im- 
proved The removal of certain locks and 
dams in the lower Illinois river was provided 
sus, 19 order that ‘the stream might be im- 
proved, by dredging in an open channel. so 
as to give a right of way for the water to be 
taken from Lake Michigan. 

The general assembly of 1889 further set 
forth its reasons at length in a joint resolu- 
tion and declared the policy of the state to be 
to procure the construction of a deep water- 
way, not less than 22 feet deep across the 
Chicago divide and not less than 14 feet deep 
thence to the Mississippi, so planned aa to 
permit future Increase of depth, and it asked 
the general government to codperate in 
carrying out such policy. 

This depth of 14 feet was determined by 
the expert engineers of l)lincls as necessary 
in order that the volume of water required by 
law should pass through the valley of Illinois 
without sacrificing riparian interests and 
producing unsanitary conditions. 


* 
A legal battle between the state of Missouri 


and the state of Illinois and the sanitary 
Gistrict of Chicago followed the opening of 
the Chicago canal, and when this had closed 
the state of Missouri, together with her 
sister states along the Mississippi river and 
down to the gulf joined with the state of IIli- 
nois in the organization of the Lekes-to-the- 
Gulf Deep Waterway association, which held 
its first convention: at, St. Louis in the 
autumn of 1906. The association adopted for 
its slogan “ Fourteen feet through the valley,” 
and this has been indorsed by all conventions 


since beld, 


The Lllinois route . 
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In 1907 the Illinois experts submitted a re- 
port to the genera] assembly. recommend- 
Ing that the depth of the Chicago canal, 24 
feet. should be extended down the valley in 
all structures and rockcuts, with a prelim- 
inary depth of 14 feet in earth, and z!so the 
public ownerrhip of water power that 
might be incidentally created. The assembly 
held an adjourned session in October and sub- 
mitted to the people a cenetitutional amend- 
ment, which was overwhelmingly voted in 
November, 1908, said amendment authorizing 
the aesembDly to expend $20 000,000 in water- 
way development on the upper Illinois river 
beiween Locaport and Utica. 

The fifth annual! convention of the associa- 
tion, and the second at St. Louls, again in- 
dorsed the policy of the state of Illinois and 
declared for twenty-four feet in structures 
and rockcuts, and a preliminary depth of 
14 feet for the entire waterway between the 
lakes and the gulf. 

Meantime a board of engineers of the United 
States confirmed the conclusions of the IIlt- 
nois experts. and by report in 1800, and again 
in 1906. found it feasible to produce 14 feet 
between the end of the Chicago canal at 
Lockport and the city of St. Louis, and sub- 
mitted estimates of cost and stated that 
larger depths were simply a matter of cost. 

Belore concerted action could be had. a de- 
termination was required south from St. 
Louis and another board of army engineers 
reported with estimates of cost on three 
feasible plans for a depth of 14 feet for 
the middie Mississippi, between St. Louis and 
Cairo, and also on the feasibility of extending 
the same low water depth through the lower 
Mississippi south from Cairo. We have thus 
@ complete official determination by United 
Mtates engineers of the feasibility of 14 
feet throughout the entire route, from the 
lakes to the guif, together with estimates 
of cost. 

There was atill a further question of the 
feasibility of producing tourteen feet through 
the middle Mississippi on such @ plan as 
would permit a progressive cevelopment to 
an ultimate depth of twenty-four feet by 
means of two dams, one located a short 
distance below St. Louis and the other at 
Commerce, between thirty and forty miles 
above Cairo. This project Was suggested by 
the consulting enginec:r of the association, 
and a speciai board of . gineers has the mat- 
ter under official consideration and is ex- 
pected to report to the forthcoming session 
of congress. To this program of progressive 
development to an ultimate depth of 2 feet 
the association committed iteeif at the Ath 
annual convention at St. Louis, as above 
noted. = 


= 
The general assembly of Illinois for twenty- 
four years has shown a persistent and gener- 
ous attitude toward the deep waterway, and 
has led in conservation, recognizing. how- 
ever, that such utilities are collatera! and in- 
cidentel. The association feels that it has co- 
ordinated the deep waterway and conserva- 
tion interests of the several states between 
the lakes and the gulf, and the congress of 
the United States has responded (fully to its 
representations since {t has been able to 
advocate a definite policy and a cohesive plan. 
The subject matter, with the’ aid of ex- 
hibits, was elaborately presented to the con- 
gress in 1910, and resulted ip the definite 
adoption of the program for the improve- 
ment of the river below Cairo, for which 
the congress has already made two appro- 
priations, amounting to $7,000,000. The lower

The six levee states, together with the 
general government, which has contributed 
about one-fourth, have expended about $100,- 
000,000 In the construction of a levee system 
to protect the delta lands from overflow. it 
Is now recognized that the river must be fixed 
or controlled in location, the caving bends 
protected by mattress work, in order to tn- 
sure the permanence of the levee system ang 
give security to this enormous alluvial 
wealth, which is four times that of Egypt. 
The holding of the banks cuts off 70 per cent 
of the material transported, leaving only 
about 30 per cent, or the through transpor- 
tation from the tributaries, to vex the chan- 
nel and pass ultimately to the gulf. 

There is no difference of opinion among 
professional men as to the profound effect of 
such treatment on the river channel,. all 
judgments concurring in the conclusion that 
not less than fourteen feet will be procaiceé 
at low water, and some sanguine estimates 
expect twenty feet. Good effects will follow 
the treatment of every bend until the entire 
river is under control. and meantime it is 
practically demonstrated that a channel 
fourteen feet can be maintained by the ald 
of hydraulic dredges. 

It will thus be seen that the problem of 
the lower Mississippi is a mixed problem of 
conservation and deep waterway. each of 
which justifies the expenditure. The esti- 
mate is in round numbers $100,000,000, oF 
nearly two-thirds the total between the gulf 
and Lake Michigan. This is usually added 
to the lakes and gulf enterprise by adverse 
critics, when, in fact, such improvement is of 
importance to the Ohio river and to the other 
great tributaries of the Mississippi system. 

* * 

The lakes and gulf waterway Problem 
therefore, for all practical consideration, lies 
between Chicago and Cairo, 550 miles, within 
and adjacent to the state of Illinois. The 
expenditures which are made, and yet to be 
made, by the sanitary district of Chicago, 
together with that provided by the peofile of 
the state. will reduce the cost of this pare 
of the route for a depth of fourteen feet, 
and even with structures for twenty-four 
feet, 80 as to permit progressive developmeng 
to this ultimate depth, to less than the es 
timated cost of producing nine feet in the 
Ohio river between Pittsburgh and Caire, 
Not only this, but the sanitation of a great 
city is provided for. together with all the 
other cities in the Illinois valley, 80 per ceng 
of the total fall between Chicago and Caire 
is converted into water power, and the mag 
ginal lands in the valk. along the deep 
waterway are put in position to be reclaimed, 
—over 400 000 acres in the Lilinois valley and 
about 500,000 acres along the middle Mis- 
sissippi. Sanitation, water power, lande- 
these are the by-products of the deep water~ 
way, and this is conservation, which casneg 
be effective and complete without the deep 
waterway.

Chicago and Deep Wate 
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Appreciating the good that the drainage 
of swamp land will bring about, the Illinois 
Central and the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
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land, and the drainage of swamp land 
are interwoven in the great problem of 
the congervation of our national re- 
sources. 

Some advocates of land reclamation insist 
that the place to start is at the headwaters 
of our streams, holding the water back. and 
when it is needed flood the arid land at the 
proper time, and through the union of the 
goll and the moisture produce crops. 

Others contend that if the inland water- 
ways were made navigable the surplus water 
would afford cheap transportation and the 
diking of the lower streams would be less 
important. 

The drainage reclamationist asserts there 
is more water than is needed for both navi- 
gation and agriculture, and desires to see it 
controlled. He naturally appreciates the 
mide scope of the problem and ts therefore 
becoming imbued with the idea that it ls so 
gigantic, complicated as it is with questions 
of “state rights.’ navigation, and irriga- 
tion, that-the national government should as- 
gume contro] of drainage—at least as it has 
done with irrigation—and handle the whole 
unéertaking in the interest,of all concerned.

Problem Not Insurmountable. 


He has been told by government engineers 
that the problem fs not insurmountable; in 
fact. that it is practicable, easy of accom- 
plishment, if systematically and intelligent- 

ly\ handled as a unit. He is content to turn 
oe matter over to government engineers, se- 
cure in the knowledge that the work per- 
formed will be effective and permanent from 
{te inception to its conclusion, just as it has 
been in the national irrigation projects and 
the building of the isthmian canal. 

In an inspection of the Panama canal re- 
cently made I was much impressed with the 
organization and its effectiveness. It was 
apparent that nothing could stop the work or 
interfere with its completion—not even the 
elements, which time and again vanquished 
the French company by hurling mountain 
torrents through the Chagres river against 
their works. 

Our government unquestionably profited by 
their experiences and so perfected its organ- 
ization that if Col. Goethals or Col. Gorgas or 
any of their staff should be separated from 
the project his place would be automatically 
4illed and the work proceed without interrup-

{ was also impressed with the wealth of ma- 
chinery being used at Colon and Balboa in 
dredging, building dikes and dams, that 
would be available, with the engineering or- 
ganization, upon the completicn of their part 
of the work, which President Taft has re- 
cently stated would be in the year 1913; which 
fact I was able to learn from the engineers 
after persona] observation of the progress 
being made. 

The redemption of the arid land of the west 
has been taken care of by a law passed by the 
federal! congress in June, 1902. Money is being 
expended in vasi quantities every year in 
diking unruly streams in an effort, only par- 
tially successful, to hold the flood waters in 
their channels. 

If it was right for the United States con- 
gress to advance the money to finance the re- 
tlamation of the land of the arid states what 
possible argument can be used to bolster up 
the refusal similarly to drain the swamp 
land? 

Arid land is non-productive. 

So is swamp land. 

Arid land is found in the western states. 
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Swamp land is found in every state in the 
union except five. 

Arid land is healthful 

Swamp land is a constant menace to health 
and a deterrent to immigration. 

Arid land is ordinarily fertile. 

Swamp land, built up as it is by the wash 
brought down by the rivers and for centuries 
mixed with decayed vegetation is the richest 
of all land. 

~~ 
Cost Where It Belongs. 

The bill authorizing the United States gov- 
ernment to reclaim the arid land of the west- 
ern states spec.fically provided that the en- 
tire cost of the land redemption was to be 
returned to the United Siates treasury by 
those who reaped the benefit of the govern- 
ment's work, thue eliminating the possibility 
that this work would have to be prosecuted at 
the expense of the people of the country 
through taxaticn. 

A similar provision is made tn the drainage 
bill now pending in congress. 

The reclamation act limits the number of 
acres available to an individual, thus pre- 
venting the accumulation of vast tracts of 
land by one individual and making the re- 
claimed land a place where the smal! farmer 
can locatevand provide for himself and family 
a permanent home. 

The same provisions are embodied in the 
drainage bill. 

The arid land is largely located in the north- 
ern section of the union, making it impossible 
to raise each year more than one crop. 

A large percentage'‘of the swamp land jis in 
the semi-tropical region known as the south, 
where the climatic conditicns are such that 
two and not infrequently three crops can te 
raised on the same land in the same calendar 
year.

Cost of Reclaiming Arid Land. 

The reclamaion of the arid land has cost, so 
it is stated, from $30 to $35 per acre, and as 
the most feasible and least expensive loca- 
tions for the work were undoubtedly selected 
first, it is reasonable to assume that the cost 
per acre will increase as the more difficult 
projects are undertaken. 

Expert engineers claim that the reclama- 
tion by drainage of all the swamp land of 
this country should not cost, on an average, 
more than $15 per acre. 

So it will be seen that swamp land has 
everything that arid land has, and then some. 

It should. not be understood that I am in 


any way making an argument against, ora 
criticism of the work done In the arid land 
reclamation. Mine !s simply an effort to 
show that if the United States congress had 
the right to pass the irrigation act, which it 
undoubtedly had (and in my judgment every 
senator and congressman who voted for the 
bill should be looked upon as a public bene- 
factor), how utterly absufd it is to take the 
stand that the same congress has not the 
power to pass a lew constructed along the 
same lines authorizing swamp drainage. 
~~ 


Homes for 10,000,000. 

There are 74,000 000 acres of swamp land 
in the United States. Divided into forty 
acre farms they will provide-homes for 1,850,- 
000 families, or, expressed In conservative 
figures, 10,000,000 of our population. Is it 
not worth while to reclaim this land, thereby 
providing abiding places for the homeless, 
increasing the food supply, reducing the pres- 
ent high cost of living, transform'ing those 
who are crowded into the tenements of the 
larger cities. who are forever waging a los- 
ine battle for their existence and who through 
their environments are absorbing socialis- 
tic and anarchistic ideas utterly at variance 
with our institutions, into reputable, credita- 
ble, and honorable units of our civilization. 

If this is conceded ‘to be a desirable thing 
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to do, we should all use our infiuence to in- 
duce congress to pass the drainage bill and 
begin this great work before the magnificent 
Panama cana! organization disintegrates and 
the machinery which is being used is sacri. 
ficed.

Near the cities of Keokuk, Iowa, and Hamilton, 
Illinois, a great corporation known as the Mississippi 
River Power Company has been busy with a vast un- 
dertaking that will produce .an enormous volume of 
power from a source that will never fail through the 
ages. While thé resistiess flood of this greatest of all 
rivers sweeps its way to the gulf so long will the 
titanic power plant now under construction continue 
to furnish mechanical energy to turn factory wheels 
for fifty miles around. It goes without saying that 
this enterprise has aroused the greatest interest an¢ 
expectation throughout the district to be directly sup- 
plied and down the whole Mississippi Valley. Unclé 
Sam also benefits and is deeply concerned in the pro- 
ject, for through it he will secure free of cost a new 
and much larger lock through the Des Moines Rapids 
as well as a permanent navigable stage of water for 
a distance of sixty miles north of the power plant. 


The project involves the building of a solid con- 
crete dam straight across the river, a monster power 
house and the new lock and dry dock above men- 
tioned. The building of such a plant is more than an 
engineering triumph—it opens a notable commercial 
epoch. It marks a $25,000,000 confidence in the future 
of this district as . business and manufacturing center. 


The dam, an everlasting wall of massive concrete 
without abutments, reaches from the Iowa to the IIli- 
nois: shore of the mighty river. It will be seven- 
eighths of a mile in length and thirty-two feet above 
the river bed. with a base thirty feet wide.

The power house will be 1,710 feet long and 123 
feet wide, and contain a battery of 30 enormous tur- 
bines capable of developing 200,000 H. P. The sub: 
atructure will be built of heavy concrete, in which will 
be molded the water passages and water chambers. 
Above it, the superstructure, 133 feet in height, will 


boards. 


To keep floating ice and logs from entering = the 
power house an ice fender will be built up stream from 
the upper end of the power house and curving into a 
Junction with the chore. This will be 2,800 feet long. 
built of conerete masonry. To the eye it will appear 
as a solid wall shutting off the power house from the 
river. There will, however, be large arched openings 
below the water level, through which the water will 
find its way to the power house. The damming of the 
big stream is to create a real lake, containing 60 square 
miles, whose incalculable latent force !s utilized tn pro- 
ducing the electrical energy that is sought for. 


In the construction about 550,000 cubic yards of 
mas@nary Will be required, 660,000 barrels of cement 
and 7,000 tons of steel. The work is going forward 
from both sides of the river—the Iowa division com- 
prising power house and lock, the Illinois division the 
dam itself. The two structures first mentioned are 
located in the bed of the river and the work on them 
must therefore be carried on inside of a coffer dam. 
The photographs .repreduced above clearly shew con- 
sjruction work on avast scale now in progress ‘n both 
divisions. 


The operating head will vary from 39 to 21 feet. 
There will be developed and for sale 200,000 electrical 
horse power.

Earlier etchings by this artist are on for- 
eign subjects—Chartres, Rouen, Tunis, Paris 
Of these the Chartres series are perhaps the 
best, giving simply and boldly certain strong 
traits of the old town’s medieval architec- 
ture. However, critics may differ about Mr. 
Blum’'s work in color, it would seem that 
there could hardly be two opinions about his 
etchings. Some impressions, however, are 
ruined by bad printing.

Thurber’s exhibition of modern Hnglish 
etchings leads off with two or three enormous 
plates by Brangwyn—dramatic, big spirited 
Interpretations of old architecture with 
widely bitten Nines and etrong contrasts of 
light and shade; simple in structure, more- 
over, always omitting unessentials. 

The other etchers tn the exhibition, thirteen 
in number, confine themselves to the usva! 
size of the plate. The best of them may be 
classed as followers of Meryon or Cameron 
in their feeling for the beautiful severity of 
architecture, its straight lines, rigid angles, 
and bold surfaces. Charles J. Watson, Will- 
iam Walker, William Hale, and sometimes 
Andrew AfPeck, and two women, Gertrude 
Hayes and Helen Frood, all do work of great 
beauty and charm, proving the vitality of 
the modern English school.

ND of the early arrivals at the conven- 


tion was William L. Baker of Indian-

Need of Cheap Transportation. 


NE of the large delegations in the con- 
ventions has been from the Bullders 
and Traders’ exchange of Chic ago, 
representing about 700 contractors and 
material supply concerns, and as 

many more from allied trades. The exchange 
‘as repeate lly expressed its desire for a deep 
canal immediately, and just before the open- 
ing of last week’s convention passed resolu- 
tions for a fourteen foot minimum. 

“ We want an efficient canal, and we want 
it now” summarizes John J. Reilly, secre- 
tary of the exchange. 

* Our position is that of the representatives 
of other industries, dealing in a more or less 
direct way with the cost of Uving. It is trans: 
portation that is contributing extensively to 
the increased expense of home building and 
store building. It is inability to get ma- 
terials to Chicago save by rafiroads that 
makes the cost of materials so much higher 
than tn the Past. Obviously we must find 
some Way of counteracting this. :

But One Solution Possible. 

“Now there are few materials which are 
not produced in form for immediate use at 
factories fn a seaport city or some city on a 
navigable stream. This location means noth- 
ing if the product {s loaded ona railway train 
and sent to Chicago. The location means 
nothing because the material cannot be 
brought direct to Chicago by water save from 
cities on the great lakes. 

“Consider what it would mean if supplies 
could be loaded on a barge and brought direct 
to Chicago without reloading; if every mate- 
rial we need could .be brought here direct 


from any seaport in the world. 

’ That would mean the c utting off of a vast 
amount of the final cost of deliv ery to the 
builder and hence the cost to the person for 
whom the building is being erec ted—the ult!- 
mate consumer.

Losses by Lack of Harbor. 


HICAGO men in particular are urging. 
the deep waterway as a continuation 
of the Chicago harbor and presenting 
the two plans as largely comple- 
mentary. 

The rapid, steady shrinkage of Chicago's 
lake traffic has been thé moving force in the 
energetic campaign for a large outer harbor. 
Associations in any way concerned with 
commerce have joined the movement for 
improving terminal facilities, lack of which 
is recognized as the prime cause of the 
shrinkage. 

From 1889 to 1008 the lake traffic {n the 
Chicago river dropped from 11,000,000 to 
4,000,000 tons, though in the same period traf- 
fic in the Calumet increased, due to ore 
shipments. But in the last five years of this 
period package freight traffic in Chicago 
dropped from 11,600,000 to 1,000,000 tons, al- 
though in the same period package freight 
on the great lakes was on the increase, 

The reasons ascribed center about dock 
facilities, the ownership of the river docks 
largely by the railroad companies, the difficul- 


ties of getting throvgh the turns and draws 
of the river, the need of tugs, the time ele- 
ment. 

The sanitary district’s outer harbor Plans 
say the whole strueture cam be built. all sheds. 
warehouses, railroad yards. and machinery 
included, for $1 a square foot. This com- 
pares with river fromtage values running all 
the way from $2.50 to $25 or even higher.

As to the land values, competition with river 
frontage property will be eliminated, as the 
uses to which the latter will be put will be for 
other industries, not competing with harbor 
privileges. The saving of time is an im- 
portant asset, as river loading requires up- 
wards of a day longer than outer harbor load- 
ing, and each day may be roundly estimated 
as worth $200 to the ship. It might be the 
margin between 4 small loss and a fair profit 
for a single trip.
